Although the ANA Museum collection 
of Roman coins is, unfortunately, still 
very small, it recently was expanded by 
the gift of an interesting specimen do- 
nated by Leonard J. Novotny. The coin, 
a silver denarius of the moneyer Gaius 
Marcius Censorinus, was struck at the 
Rome mint circa 88 B.C. and carries a pair 
of die-control marks previously unrecorded 
for this issue. ^ 

Although double-struck, the condition 
of the piece is excellent. The S and 
XXXXVl on the reverse of the coin supple- 
ment the list of previously-recorded die- 
control marks. One hundred other reverse 
dies are known for this issue of Cen- 
sorinus' denarii, 2 and all but three of these 
feature a pair of control marks in the form 
of Roman numerals, letters of the Greek 
or Roman alphabet, or symbols. This 
issue is one in which the control-mark 
combinations are unique to a specific die, 
and, consequently, valuable in helping 
determine original Roman mint output 
and methods of administrative control. 

Censorinus was a follower of the pop- 
ular general Marius, who was perhaps best 
known for his reorganization of the 
Roman army. Quite likely, the coinage of 
Censorinus served as pay for Marius'

"mules," as the legionnaires came to be 
called. Censorinus was killed in 82. B.C. 
while serving as an officer with the forces 
of Marius in the struggle against the 
"senatorial" forces of the dictator Sulla.

Called upon to give an encore perfor- 
mance as designer of an ANA convention 
medal, renowned sculptor Marshall M. 
Fredericks of Royal Oak, Michigan, has 
completed yet another medallic master- 
piece for the 93rd Anniversary Conven- 
tion in Detroit. ANA members became 
acquainted with the sculptor's talent in 
1962 through the medal he designed to 
commemorate the joint convention of the 
American Numismatic Association and 
the Canadian Numismatic Association, 
which also was held in Detroit. For that 
occasion, Fredericks included in the 
medal's reverse design a depiction of his 
familiar sculpture "Spirit of Detroit," 
which stands outside Detroit's City- 
County Building.

In an effort to maintain its standard of 
excellence for judging and competitive ex- 
hibiting, the ANA has instituted several 
convention programs to aid prospective 
judges and e^bitors. ANA members who 
would like to serve as exhibit judges at 
future conventions are invited to par- 
ticipate in the FAMILIARIZATION AND

The benefits of ANA membership were 
extolled during a special National Coin 
Week program presented at the April 9 
meeting of Indiana's Muncie Coin and 
Stamp Club. A "literature table" set up 
at the meeting featured numismatic pub- 
lications such as the Red Book and the 


Paper Money Error Book for members to 
browse through, along with applications 
and brochures from the ANA and the In- 
diana State Numismatic Association. A 
junior raffle organized for the younger 
members of the club offered coins and 
other numismatic items at lower-than- 
normal prices. Club secretary Brad Pedigo 
presented a discussion about U.S. Olym- 
pic commemorative coins, which was 
supplemented by a display of pieces from 
his own collection. The purpose of the 
meeting was to draw attention to and get 
people involved in the many opportuni- 
ties made available by numismatic organ- 
izations on the local, state and national 
levels. 

Harold Flartey, an award-winning coin 
columnist from Wharton, New Jersey, 
prepared an extensive display of coins, 
tokens, medals and paper money that ap- 
peared in an 18-foot-long exhibit case at 
the Morris County Free Library. Flartey 
used the space to promote the ANA and 
National Coin Week, and provided infor- 
mation about eight local clubs: Morris- 
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Florida Student Initiates National Coin Day 


Once again, National Coin Week has 
come and gone. With the theme, '^Numis- 
matics: A Foundation for Friendship," 
NCW 1984 was observed April 15-21 by 
collectors in the United States and Can- 
ada, as well as many foreign countries. 
ANA headquarters mailed more than 425 
packets of information to clubs and in- 
dividuals requesting assistance in pro- 
moting the event, and has begun to 
receive activity reports from a number of 
participants. 

An eighth-grade student at Our Lady of 
Lourdes School in Dunedin, Florida, 
Stanley Deptula organized a "National 
Coin Day" on April 17 for his teachers 
and fellow students. He obtained a proc- 
lamation officially declaring National 
Coin Week from his principal.

Spikes and Gouges Can Indicate Genuine Coins 


Diagnostics frequently stressed in 
AN ACS seminars are the presence of 
raised spikes of metal or uneven raised 
lines throughout the fields and devices of 
a given coin. Many times, these diagnos- 
tics are indicative of counterfeit coins; 
however, in the case of the specimens pic- 
tured in this article, they are character- 
istic of genuine coins. The dies used to 
strike the coins were gouged or damaged, 
resulting in strange raised lines and lumps 
on the surface of the coin.

For example, the 1870 $1 coin exhibits 
a major raised line through Liberty's neck 
and hair. A lump of metal appears behind 
her eye, and unusual raised tooling lines 
are evident in front of the eye. 

The most obvious diagnostic of the 
1900 %iy 2 piece is a raised, curved line on 
the back of Liberty's neck. A vast quanti- 
ty of die polish marks are also present on 
the reverse of the coin. 

At one time, these two coins were

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the burden of proof rests with the IRS, 
and it must convince the court that the 
venture was undertaken for personal 
pleasure rather than for ''requisite 
greed" inherent in a profit-making 
activity. 

The two-year rule, which I like to call 
the "two-strike rule," would then be 
working against the IRS. Nevertheless, 
the taxpayer must keep good records 
and evidence of profit-making intention 
to firmly persuade the court to allow 
the disputed loss deduction. 

Tax Queries 

Q, Can I treat the profit from oc- 
casional coin sales as capital gains, even 


though my collection is maintained as 
a hobby? I realize that gains from 
numismatic investments receive prefer- 
ential capital gain treatment, but I am 
unsure how to treat my particular 
situation. 

A. If a gain is realized, hobby-related 
sales are treated the same as investment 
activities. Consequently, capital gain 
treatment is proper for your situation. 
If you own a particular coin for more 
than one year, whether it is for business 
or pleasure, the gain will be treated as 
a long-term capital gain. In contrast, 
coins that are owned by a business will 
be taxed as ordinary income.

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piece, except the denomination is 1 
SILVER JOULE and the mintmark is AG. 
(Note that the mintmark is a symbol for 
silver and that a joule is a measure of 
energy.) 

The man who fathered this project 
and issued these ''coins" became a 
member of the ANA in 1960 but later 


dropped his membership, so I have no 
record of him after 1961. It would be 
interesting to know how many of these 
high-quality, make-believe pieces are 
extant. The bullion value of the total 
issue of Celestial Space gold "coins" 
would be about $25,000 today — about 
$2,200 when struck.

Deductions for business-related 
losses or for expenses attributable to the 
production of income are permitted 
only if you can demonstrate that the 
business or investment was undertaken 
primarily for the purpose of making 
money, not for personal pleasure. There- 
fore, if you regard your coin collection 
as more of a business or investment 
than as a hobby, your activities must 
be carefully documented to insure that 
the IRS will share your view. 

As far as hobbies are concerned, ex- 
penses can only be deducted to the ex- 
tent of the hobby-related income,- a net 
loss is not an allowable tax write-off. 
Conversely, true business or invest- 
ment losses are deductible. 

To determine whether a particular 
activity really is a business or invest- 
ment as compared to a hobby, the 
courts look closely at the original intent 
of the taxpayer. If the taxpayer wishes 
to successfully prove his business or in- 
vestment intentions, he should actively 
and consistently seek the advice and 
direction of experts about how to make 
his activities profitable or how to make 
his collection yield a handsome return 
on investments. 

Another factor the courts frequently 
consider is the amount of time the tax- 
payer devotes to the venture. Although 
the taxpayer need not devote all his 
time to the operation, he should run it 


in a business-like manner. Such an ap- 
proach would include hiring qualified 
personnel to manage an ongoing opera- 
tion, maintaining adequate accounting 
records, obtaining proper insurance 
coverage, and making active attempts 
to increase profitability. For example, 
this might involve periodic sale of 
unprofitable coins, or an occasional 
change in inefficient operating 
methods. 

Burden of Proof 

The burden of proving that an activity 
is conducted for profit rather than 
pleasure falls on the taxpayer if he has 
not shown a profit in at least two of any 
five consecutive years. Accordingly, un- 
profitable numismatic activity is pre- 
sumed to be a hobby. However, with 
proper record-keeping and a history of 
business-like operation to support a 
profit-making intention, a taxpayer may 
overcome the hobby presumption and 
deduct reasonable expenses and operat- 
ing losses. 

Essentially, two unprofitable years 
during a five-year period only means 
"two strikes" against the taxpayer — he 
still remains at bat. In contrast, if 
numismatic activity has shown two 
profitable years, the IRS still has the 
right to challenge the loss deduction 
and claim that the activity in question 
is really a hobby. But, in this situation 
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■ About 35 years ago, in 1948 to be | 
explicit, an Illinois man founded the 
Nation of Celestial Space, which, he 
claimed, included all space in the sky. 

I never knew just how close to the sur- 
face of the earth its lower limit was, but 
he didn't have to be concerned then 
with men venturing very far out. It was 
reported that the charter of the new 
nation was formally and legally recorded 
in Cook County, Illinois. 

The founder issued a number of gold 
"celestons" in each of three years; 504 
in 1959, 200 in 1960, and 275 in 1961. 
The "coins" are of .900 fine gold, weigh 
34 grains, measure 14mm in diameter, 
have a reeded edge, and my 1961 speci- 
men has proof surfaces. 

The face of the "coin" shows a 
woman's head in profile to the left, 
eleven stars around and the date below. 

A headband bears the word MAGNA- i 
NIMITY, and a small letter R at the back 1 
of the neck is probably the unknown | 
engraver's initial. The reverse states | 
that it is 1 GOLD CELESTON/NATION | 
OF CELESTIAL SPACE and, as a mint- 
mark, has the proofreaders' symbol for 
space (#) in a circle. 

The new nation's "prime minister" 
issued a silver "coin" in 1961. The 
sterling piece weighs 62 grains, is 
20mm in diameter and has a smooth 
edge; my specimen has Proof surfaces. 

I have no record of the number minted.

The face of the silver piece is similar 
to that of the gold "celeston," except 
that the woman's head is relatively 
smaller, CELESTIAL/ENERGY/ 10^ ERGS 
appears, and the letter R is missing. The 
reverse is similar to that of the gold

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Q. Is toning an important considera- 
tion when purchasing a coin? 


A. First, let's talk about different 
metals used in our coinage. Gold is a 
very umeactive metal, and toning is 
rarely a concern. Changes in coloration 
usually are due to the actual color of the 
gold or the alloying metal, and can also 
result from uneven mixing of the alloy. 
Copper "stains," on rare occasions, will 
decrease a coin's value a maximum of 
about 10-percent. 

Toning on silver coins is an area of 
concern for beginning collectors/in- 
vestors. Although less reactive than 
some metals, all silver eventually ex- 
periences tarnishing or toning; there- 
fore, it is advantageous to purchase a 
silver coin that is already attractively 
toned. Light toning in shades of gold, 
red, blue or green is considered attrac- 
tive, while black is thought to be un- 
attractive unless confined to the area 
around the rim. This type of black ton- 
ing occurs on coins that have been 
stored in albums for long periods of 
time. 

Nickel tones differently than silver, 
often displaying fewer and more sub- 
dued colors. Depending on the toning 
they exhibit, some nickel coinage is 
known in slang terminology as "black 
beauties" and "blue proofs," and are 
more a result of planchet preparation 
than actual toning. As with silver, at- 
tractive toning enhances the value of 
nickel coinage, while cloudy toning 
detracts from a coin's market worth. 

Coins made of copper, a very reactive 
metal, tone easily, and positive results 
are rarely achieved. A slight mellowing 
of color, or shades of gold or red toning 
are acceptable if a coin is to qualify for 
MS-65 price levels,* conversely, a coin 
with good luster and all the qualifica- 
tions for an MS-65 grade and price rarely 
will rate above an MS-63 if chocolate- 
brown toning is evident. 

One positive factor often overlooked 
is that toning actually serves as a pro- 
tective barrier between atmospheric 
contaminants and a coin's surface 


metal, though flyspecks of dark toning 
on an otherwise brilliant coin are 
viewed as undesirable. In short, toning 
that enhances the attractive appearance 
of a coin can also enhance its value. 


Market Update 

May 8, 1984 — The following observa- 
tions were made by numerous dealers 
following the recent Central States 
Coin Show, April 27-29: 

1) Later-date silver BU dime, quarter 
and half-dollar rolls are very hot, with 
one tangible-asset firm paying upwards 
of 20-percerit over current wholesale 
levels to obtain enough to satisfy hard- 
asset investor needs. 

2) Late-date silver Proof sets, 1956- 
1963, which contain the highly-touted 
Franklin Proofs, are hot again because 
of substantial demand in both the nu- 
mismatic and hard-asset communities. 

3) Following three months of upward 
movement, common BU gold has taken 
a breather and sales actually have 
backed off about 5 or 10 percent. To a 
lesser extent, the same holds true for 
dollar rolls. 

4) True gem BU material, including 
type coins, dollars and commemora- 
tives, is highly sought and bringing 
awesome prices at auction. Nice MS-63 
material also is popular in some circles. 

5) The recent closing of a prominent 
west-coast bank that handled numerous 
coin leveraging accounts has raised 
questions about the impact of the situa- 
tion on certain firms, specific areas of 
the coin market, and the coin market 
in general. Many dealers agree that the 
bank's failure will cause at most only 
a blip in what has been termed by many 
as the next bull market. 

6) Popular collector coins, such as 
nice EF Barbers and Seated types, are 
selling well, despite the fact that they 
do not receive adequate publicity. 
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FAMILY PILLS. Frank Duffield suggests 
! that Dr. Kidder practiced in East Boston, 

! Massachusetts. It would be a challeng- 
ing project to track down some of his 
other advertising. Anyone who went to 
the extent of producing a counterstamp 
for coins— and Dr. Kidder's stamps 
seem to have been made especially for 
this purpose — must have advertised 
elsewhere. 

C.W. KING, ARTIST is a counterstamp 
that appears on an 1819 cent in my 
possession. Who was Mr. (or Mrs.) King, 
what subjects did he paint and where 
was his studio? Was he a daguerreo- 
typist? The artist is not mentioned in 
Mantle Fielding's Dictionary of 



American Painters, Sculptors and En- 
gravers, but perhaps he is mentioned in 
some city directory or business guide. 

As Dr. William H. Sheldon wrote 
years ago in Early American Cents, 
these copper mementoes of yesteryear 
have a special charm. To me, an early 
large cent bearing a counterstamp not 
only is fascinating in its own right as 
copper coinage, but also has the added 
dimension of projecting the personality 
of the individual who stamped it. If 
such a person or firm can be identified, 
that's just fine; but if the identification 
is lacking, the piece is even more in- 
triguing. The thrill of the chase is part 
of what numismatics is all about.

Questions Address Toning and Dealer Terminology 


Beginning collectors often are un- 
familiar with slang terms that have 
evolved in numismatics, and from time 
to time I receive requests for informa- 
tion on this topic. In this installment 
I would like to address two common 
areas of confusion. 

Q. Dealers often use terms such as 
"the juice" and "a trap" when referring 
to certain coins or situations. What do 
these terms mean? 

A. As is common in many hobbies, 
terms develop that are basically short- 
hand methods of describing things. In 
numismatics the term "juice" is often 
heard in association with auctions — it 
does not refer to O.J. Simpson or Hertz 
Car Rentals but rather to the 10-percent 
buyer's fee most auction companies add 


to a winning bid. In other words, a coin 
purchased at auction with a bid of 
$1,000, plus $100 "juice," ultimately 
costs the buyer a total of $1,100. 

The term "trap" refers to any coin 
that, for one reason or another, is worth 
much less than an initial inspection 
might suggest. Coins that fall into this 
category include: 1) those with damage 
that is not detectible without close 
scrutiny under strong light; 2) those 
with damage on the rim that is camou- 
flaged by the holder; and 3) copper coins 
accurately graded MS-65 that only bring 
MS-63 prices, unless they exhibit a 
bright, full-red appearance. Likewise, an 
individual has been "trapped" if he pays 
much too much money for a particular 
coin. The possibilities are endless and 
the results painfully obvious. 
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According to a Pittsfield newspaper, 
Wilkins' activities before he moved to 
the New Hampshire town would make 
the devil sit up and take notice! 

Other issuers of counterstamped large 
cents were truly prolific, notably the 
firm of Devins & Bolton, Montreal 
druggists who seem to have counter- 
stamped anything that was round and 
made of metal. I have in my collec- 
tion a number of various numismatic 
items bearing their counterstamp — Hard 
Times tokens, a Saratoga Springs (New 
York) store card, numerous varieties of 
Canadian 19th-century copper tokens. 



foreign coins and several dozen dates of 
United States large cents. Consequently, 
I wonder if any advertisements, bro- 
chures or other printed matter concern- 
ing the firm survived. It would be in- 
teresting to learn more. 

In 1848 the Free Soil Party, also 
known as the "Barnburners," nomi- 
nated Martin Van Buren as its candidate 
(Van Buren had served one term as Pres- 
ident of the United States from 1837 to 
1841). The Party's theme, VOTE THE 
LAND FREE, was emblazoned on many 
different large cents — an inexpensive 
way to "spread the word" in a low- 
budget campaign. 



Also having a political message, 
though more commemorative in nature, 
are counterstamps depicting Washing- 
ton and Lafayette that were punched on 
the obverse and reverse of cents and 
other coins to commemorate Marquis 
de Lafayette's return to America in 
1824. 



J.F. McKenney advertised his occupa- 
tion as a gunsmith in Saco, Maine, by 
counterstamping large cents,- like- 
wise, J.W. Strange of Bangor used large 
cents to advertise his skill as a STEEL 
LETTER CUTTER. Also in Maine nu- 
merous pieces circulated that were 
counterstamped with DR. SHATTUCK'S 
WATER CURE, WATERFORD, ME. Last 
autumn I visited Waterford and ex- 
amined the facilities that once housed 
Dr. Shattuck's enterprise, the Maine 
Hygienic Institute, which operated from 
the 1840s through the early 1880s. The 



facility was "for females only," and 
"treatment" consisted of several water 
baths of various temperatures. The 
place was outfitted like a hotel, and 
guests often stayed a week or more. 

Occasionally large cents turn up with 
the counterstamp USE DR. KIDDER'S 
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the subject, Seymour B. Wyler's The 
Book of Old Silver, which was pub- 
lished in 1937. Lo and behold, nearly 
two dozen of my unidentified counter- 
stamps proved to be made by early 
American silversmiths! W. Moulton, 
for example, was a silversmith who 
conducted his trade in Newburyport, j 
Massachusetts. 

I communicated the news to Maurice 
Gould, who then prepared a revision of 
his earlier article on the subject. Ap- 
p>earing in the November 1957 issue of j 
The Numismatist, the article credited i 
me for the information about silver- 
smiths' marks, mentioning that I was 
a "well-known dealer and collector." 
How "well-known" I actually was is 
subject to question, but one thing is for 
sure — I certainly was pleased! 

Before long, Maury (as I came to 
know him) sold me his personal refer- 
ence collection, soon followed by my 
purchase of the John Gilbody collection 
of counterstamped pieces. By the late 
1950s, the total number of counter- 
stamped coins reached the 600 mark. 

To be sure, not all the pieces were | 
particularly significant. Some had stray | 
initials that probably will never be 
attributed. However, more than half , 
featured the names of merchants or i 
companies, had some political signif- 
icance, or were otherwise potentially 
traceable. Then, in a moment of finan- 
cial need (my rare coin business was 
growing and I needed capital), I sold the 
collection to a prominent New Jersey 
numismatist who, fortunately, kindly 
resold it to me years later. (My offer was 
several times the original price, for the 
market and interest in such items had 
increased greatly.) 

In recent times, counterstamped cents 
have earned recognition in many areas. 
Russell Rulau's series of monographs 
about early American tokens, released 
by Krause Publications, describes many 
counterstamped large cents. Kenneth 
Hallenbeck wrote about the subject; 
Frank Duffield studied the series,- Dr. 
Gregory Brunk published a check list; 
and the Dewitt-Sullivan book on politi- 
cal Americana cited a few specimens. 
Today, interest in counterstamped large 



cents, although hardly placing the series 
at the top of the numismatic hit parade, 
is sufficiently widespread so that hun- 
dreds of collectors possess examples. 

During the next few months, as time 
permits, I intend to complete a manu- 
script on the subject of counterstamped 
large cents. Far from a simple recitation 
of marks observed, the finished work 
will relate some of the stories concern- 
ing certain issuers. Take, for example, 
the mysterious Dr. G.G. Wilkins. Of all 
the individuals who counterstamped 
large cents, Wilkins was perhaps the 
most prolific. He must have marked 
tens of thousands of coins in his day, 
for hundreds still exist. When the era 
of the large cent came to an end in 1857, 
Wilkins transferred his counterstamp- 
ing activities to Flying Eagle cents, then 
Indian cents, continuing his activities 
until 1865 or 1866. 

Although most of his counterstamped 
large cents read simply DR. G.G. WIL- 
KINS, a few are additionally stamped 
with PITTSFIELD, N.H., while others 
have the date (or number?) 1876 on the 
reverse, indicating they might have 
been stamped in the centennial year. 

But who was Dr. G.G. Wilkins? First 
of all, it is not certain he was a doctor 
in the formal sense. Contemporary 
newspaper accounts reveal that he had 
his fingers in many pies. At one time 
or another, sometimes concurrently, he 
practiced dentistry, barbering and hair- 
dressing, ran an eatery, sold liquor, 
traded animal furs and marketed a 
patent medicine called "Pure Bear's 
Oil." On one occasion he was arrested 
for passing counterfeit money, and on 
another he was hailed into court to face 
charges for burning the bam of a Pitts- 
field resident who had crossed him! Ob- 
viously, Wilkins was quite a character.

(337-361 A.D.), Theodosius II (402-450 
A.D.), a modified chi rho of Valentinian 
II (375-392 A.D.), and a bronze tetar- 
teron of Alexius I (1081-1118 A.D.). 
Note that the fifth coin is an issue of 
the Byzantine Empire, actually the 
Eastern Roman Empire, which survived 
the fall of the Western Roman Empire 
in 476 A.D. by nearly 1,000 years. 
Awarded for completion of the basic 
program, the first four coins in the 
RCP are of the early Roman period; 
four coins of the Byzantine period are 
awarded for completion of the advanced 
program. 

Aloma and Richard Blaylock, Kim- 
berly's parents, have been numismatic 
merit badge counselors for Girl Scout 


and Boy Scout troops in their area since 
1977. As such they have fulfilled the re- 
quirements under category six — youth 
organizations — by earning badges or 
other special recognition in numis- 
matics. Aloma received a coin of Con- 
stantine I that features on its reverse 
two Roman soldiers holding a "stand- 
ard," or banner, between them. Richard 
was awarded a small bronze coin (AE4) 
of Arcadius (383-408 A.D.), which pic- 
tures on its reverse a personification of 
Victory presenting the emperor with a 
crown of laurel. 

So now the time has come for another 
first — who will be the first family to 
complete the RCP? To get started, write 
to me for a Roman Coin Request Form!

Counterstamped Large Cents 


Around 1954 or 1955 I saw my first 
counterstamped large cent. Concur- 
rently, I was reading through back 
issues of The Numismatist and came 
across an article written in 1947 by 
Maurice M. Gould, who, along with 
Frank Washburn, operated the Copley 
Coin Company in Boston. Correspon- 
dence with Mr. Gould ensued, and 
before long I had several dozen different 
issues to add to my embryonic collec- 
tion. At the time, such pieces were 
considered "damaged" or "mutilated" 
(indeed, some collectors may share this 
sentiment today) and were available for 
next to nothing. For example, an Ex- 
tremely Fine 1817 cent might cost $5, 
but with a counterstamp it was a candi- 
date for the junk box or, at best, might 
bear a price tag of $ 1 . So, with my high 
school-student budget, I assembled a 
nice group of such pieces with little 
financial hardship. 

Although Maurice Gould had identi- 
fied the makers of certain counter- 
stamps, most were unknown. A break- 
through came when I realized that the 
hallmark-style punches used for the 
counterstamps must have been made 



for some reason other than marking 
large cents. For instance, if the imprint 
W. MOULTON was intended solely for 
counterstamped cents, some other ad- 
vertisement most likely would have 
been attached, such as "grocer," "coffee 
house," etc. The name W. MOULTON 
alone would have had little meaning. 

So what was the original purpose of 
the stamp? Suddenly the answer popped 
into my mind. The punch probably was 
used to stamp some type of wrou^t ar- 
ticle. What item might bear a tiny but 
well-designed imprint of a person's 
name? Silverware! Immediately I ac- 
quired the then-standard reference on 
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DAVID R. CERVIN 


Originated and administered by David R. Cervin. the Roman Coin Project is a program 
designed for all members of the ANA, enabling them to earn Roman, Byzantine and Greek 
coins for their activities in numismatics. A total of ten ancient coins can be earned— five 
Roman coins, four Byzantine coins and one Greek coin.

The Roman Coin Project originated 
in 1974 as a program to help turn junior 
coin collectors into junior numisma- 
tists. The program's guidelines first ap- 
peared in the November 1974 issue of 
The Numismatist, and on December 4 
of that year 14-year-old Mark R. Topar 
of Pennington, New Jersey, earned the 
first coin ever awarded in the RCP 
program— a small bronze issue (AE4) of 
Constantine 1 (307-337 A.D.). Approx- ' 
imately nine years later, on December i 
30, 1983, 32-year-old Sanford Zilber- 
berg of Cincinnati, Ohio, became the ^ 
first adult participant to complete ! 
an RCP requirement, earning a small 
bronze coin (AE4) of Theodosius II 
(402-450 A.D.). 

Zilberberg's accomplishment is clearly 
an important milestone in the history 
of the RCP. The program originally was 
designed for juniors, and it was assumed 
that few adults would be interested in 
participating. However, over the years 
more and more adults requested to take 
part, and in 1983 the ANA Board of 
Governors voted to allow adult par- 
ticipation in the RCP. Notice of the 
Board's decision, along with special 
adult rules and guidelines, appeared 
in the December 1983 issue of The 
Numismatist. 

Within a period of several months, 
sixty requests for detailed information 
about the program were received, and 
a dozen ancient coins were awarded to 
a half dozen adults. This pace suggests 
that adults will reach and possibly ex- 
ceed the enthusiasm of junior RCP 
participants! 

Firsts are always interesting. Jean 
Irene Raspus of Oaklawn, Illinois, was 
the first of the distaff side to earn an an-

cient coin. She was awarded a Fine com- 
memorative of Constantine I, Rome's 
first Christian emperor. The coin's 
reverse pictures Constantine driving a 
"quadriga," a type of Roman chariot, as 
the hand of God reaches down to him. 
This particular coin was stmck after the 
death of Constantine (338 A.D.), and 
possibly suggests his ascent to heaven. 
Though coins of this quality are rarely 
awarded in the RCP program, an excep- 
tion was made in the case of our first 
woman participant. 

Kudos for family participation in the 
RCP goes to Aloma, Richard and Kim- 
berly Blaylock of South Ogden, Utah. 
Daughter Kimberly, who at age 13 is a 
one-year veteran of the program, has 
earned a total of five coins — a Theo- 
dosius I (379-395 A.D.), Constantius II

1983 Papal Set Offered 

The Vatican has released its official 
coin set celebrating the fifth year of Pope 
John Paul II's pontificate. Dated 1983 and 
designed by sculptor Nicola Morelli, the 
set contains seven pieces struck by the 
Rome Mint. The .835 fine silver, 1,000- 
lira issue measures 31.4mm, weighs 14.6g 
and depicts the Pope facing left on the 
obverse and the papal arms on the reverse. 
The other coins in the set — a steel and 
brass 500 lire, brass 200 lire, stainless steel 
100, 50 and 20 lire, and aluminum 10 
lire — carry the common obverse together 
with reverse designs inspired by the Book 
of Genesis. The 500-lira reverse, for 
example, shows the hand of God creating 
the universe, while the 50 lire depicts the 
banishment of Adam and Eve from Eden.

Authorized by the Food and A^culture 
Organization of the United Nations, the 
British Royal Mint has struck a series of 
12 coins commemorating the World 
Fisheries Conference to be held in Rome 
in June 1984. Each of the legal-tender 
coins bear a different reverse representa- 
tive of one of the participating countries 
and is inscribed in the native language; 
the obverses more specifically depict the 
individual nation's identity, often with 
the national coat-of-arms. 

Designed by Australian Stuart Devlin, 
1 1 coins will be struck by the Royal Mint, 
while the twelfth, designed by artist Jose 
Aurelio, will be produced in Portugal. 
Available in cupronickel, silver Proof, 
silver Piedfort Proof and gold Proof edi-

tions, the coins measure 38.61mm in dia- 
meter and weigh 28.28g, 28.28g, 56.56g 
and 47.54g, respectively, with the excep- 
tion of issues for Cape Verde (34mm), 
Mozambique (35mm), Portugal (37mm) 
and Uruguay (30mm). 

The Cape Verde issue is 50 escudos in 
denomination; Ghana, 50 cedis; Maldives, 
20 rufiyaa; Malta, 1 lira and 5 lire; 
Mozambique, 50 meticais; Seychelles, 25 
rupees; Somalia, 25 shillings; Turkey, 500 
lire; Portugal, 250 escudos; Sao Tome, 100 
dobras; Uruguay, 20 dollars; and Liberia, 



2 dollars. Cupronickel and silver Proof 
versions are available for all countries, 
although the Piedfort and gold Proofs are 
not being struck for the Maldives, Malta 
or Portugal; the Turkish issue is struck in 
all but the silver Piedfort edition. Addi-

The Numismatist presents the following guidelines to encourage prospective authors to 

submit manuscripts to the official ANA journal. 

Although The Numismatist offers no remuneration for unsolicited manuscripts, authors 
whose manuscripts are published are eligible for the Heath Literary Award. This award is 
presented annually to authors whose articles are judged as outstanding contributions to The 
Numismatist. A silver medal and $250 is awarded for first place, a bronze medal and $100 
for second place, and a bronze medal for third place. Authors receiving honorable mention 
are presented with certificates of recognition. 

Articles that display original and comprehensive research in United States numismatics 
are eligible for the Wayte and Olga Raymond Memorial Award, which includes a prize of 
$400 for first place and $200 for second place. 

MANUSCRIPTS 

The Numismatist accepts manuscripts relevant to the study of numismatics that present 
new information and constitute a contribution to numismatic education. The author is directly 
responsible for all statements made in the original manuscript. Accepted or published 
manuscripts become the property and copyright of The Numismatist and may not be pubhshed 
elsewhere without written permission. Manuscripts are received with the understanding that 
they have not been simultaneously submitted to other publications. 

Two complete manuscripts (the original and one copy), including illustrations (photographs, 
drawings and graphs), should be sent to the Editor, The Numismatist, American Numismatic 
Association, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. The author should retain at least 
one copy of the manuscript for reference. 

Manuscripts should be typewritten, double-spaced on 8V2 by 11 -inch white paper, with 
1 y2-inch margins on all sides. The author's name, full address and daytime telephone number 
must appear on the first page. The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all material. 

ILLUSTRATIONS 

Legends for the illustrations should be typed on a separate sheet of paper, with a number 
accurately corresponding to each illustration. If submitted by mail, illustrations should be 
carefully packed to avoid damage. 

Photographs should be high quality, black-and-white glossy prints, unmounted and un- 
attached to the manuscript. The face of the photograph should not be retouched or labeled 
in any way. To avoid disfiguring the surface of the photograph when labeling the back, write 
on a hard surface and use only a soft pencil. 

Drawings should be submitted on separate sheets, drawn with India ink on illustration 
board or high-grade drawing paper. 

If an author lacks photographic facilities, numismatic material can be sent to The 
Numismatist and photographed by the ANA's in-house facihty. Costs of mailing and insurance 
will be reimbursed if requested. Authors are encouraged to list sources for illustrations. 

AUTHOR'S BIOGRAPHY 

Authors are invited to submit biographical sketches with their manuscripts. Not to ex- 
ceed 100 words, the biography should include pertinent information such as place and date 
of birth, educational and professional background, hobby interests, and numismatic awards 
or accomplishments. 

REFERENCES 

Bibliographic references should include only those sources closely related to the manuscript. 
The MLA Style Sheet rules for bibliographic citations should be followed, using the follow- 
ing format for books (1) and periodicals (2).

Authors who footnote their manuscripts are requested to consult the MLA Style Sheet sug- 
gestions for proper footnote format. 
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An interesting Associated Press 
release discusses ''seigniorage/' the 
profit taken by a government for the 
minting of coins, as it applied to the 
silver situation in the United States in 
1934. On the world market, silver was 
valued at 50 cents an ounce; the U.S. 
government was purchasing the metal 
for anywhere from 50 cents to 64.5 
cents an ounce; after purchase, the 
government placed a monetary value 
on the silver of $1.29 an ounce. The 
difference between the purchase price 
and the government's "official" value 
determined the seigniorage. At the 
time, silver was purchased in huge 
quantities by the U.S. government, 
which was planning to introduce 
silver-backed currency. The ultimate 
goal was to circulate one dollar backed 
by silver for every three dollars backed 
by gold. 

September 1934 best buy of the 
month— a $2.50 1868, Proof, $20. 

October is the month in which the 
membership is apprised of the 
organization's health via the report of 
the annual convention. Hosted by the 
Western Reserve Numismatic Club 
and attended by 101 guests, the ANA's 
1934 convention was held in 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 18-23. 

Reports were received from the general 
secretary, the treasurer and the 
business manager. Membership as of 
August 20, 1934, numbered 1,160. 

With each member paying $1 per year 
in dues plus an additional $2 per year 
for a subscription to The Numismatist, 
you can imagine the size of the 
budget. General administration 
expenses for the year totaled less than 
$1,400, $350 of which paid the salary 
of the general secretary! 

October 1934 best buy of the 
month — a 1C 1909-S VDB, Unc., 15C. 

The November issue introduces us 
to a giant in the paper money field, 
W.A. Philpott, Jr., of Dallas, Texas, by 
way of his article, "National Gold 
Baiik Notes." Mr. Phil, as he was 
known, was a dedicated student of 
U.S. paper money who stimulated 
growth in that area of the hobby. 
Following a short career as a reporter, 


he joined the Texas Bankers 
Association in 1913 as secretary, a 
position he held for more than 50 
years. A prolific writer, he also hosted 
a daily radio talk show discussing rare 
coins and currency. He was one of the 
most popular numismatists I knew, in 
the same rank as Maurice Gould and 
Abe Kosoff. 

November 1934 best buy of the 
month— a IC Set, 1859-1864, copper- 
nickel Proof, $11.25. 

Featured in the December issue is 
"Some Interesting Commemorative 
Coins," the first of many articles 
written by David M. Bullowa. Bullowa 
was only 22 years of age when he 
wrote the article and had recently 
graduated from the University of 
Wisconsin. Our hobby lost a great 
student of numismatics with his 
untimely death in 1953 at age 41. 

The December membership column 
lists an application from one of the big 
names in our hobby — Eric P. Newman 
of St. Louis. Assigned membership 
number 4624, Newman has since 
authored several numismatic 
references, including The Early Paper 
Money of America. He served as 
counselor of the American 
Numismatic Society, chaired its 
committee on modem coinage and 
currencies, and is a recipient of the 
Farran Zerbe award, the highest honor 
bestowed by the ANA. 

December 1934 best buy of the 
month— a Continental $1, 1776, 
pewter, CURENCY, Unc., $25. 

I hope this brief glance at The 
Numismatist of fifty years ago has 
been as enjoyable for you as it has 
been for me. My only wish is that 
future numismatists will find the same 
pleasure browsing through the issues 
of 1984.

The July membership column lists 
among its new members Abraham 
Kosoff and John S. Davenport — two 
giants in the field of numismatics. 

Both men were prolific writers and 
will continue to be remembered and 
admired years from now. 

July 1934 best buy of the month — $3 
1881 gold Proof, $25. 

A report in the August issue informs 
us that the Maryland tercentenary 


commemorative half dollar advocated 
by John Work Garrett in the April 
issue is ready for distribution. Talk 
about fast action! 

A thought-provoking article by John 
F. LeBlanc of Boston deals with "The 
1853 Half Dollars Without Arrows." 
The author questions the validity of 
New Orleans-struck specimens of this 
piece, which appeared from time to 
time. Today their existence is 
acknowledged; a cataloger for the 
Garrett sale wrote of one "Very 
Fine-20" specimen, which ultimately 
sold for $40,000: "the research of 
Richard A. Bagg, of our staff, has 
verified the existence of four 
specimens, including the one offered 
here." 

August 1934 best buy of the 
month — a $2.50 1830, Unc., $35. 

Originally written for presentation at 
the 1933 ANA Convention in Chicago, 
September's feature article is "Wood's 
Banished Coins of Ireland" by George 
A. Pipes of Portland, Oregon. Until I 
read this article, I was unaware that 
Jonathan Swift, author of Gulliver's 
Travels, was the prime mover in 
stirring popular protest about William 
Wood's Hibernia farthings and 
halfpennies, causing them to be 
exported to the American colonies. 

An extremely worthwhile piece, 
"Rarity vs. Price" is authored by our 
friend Howard D. Gibbs. To point out 
that rarity and price are not always 
related, he questions the "very rare" 
classification of the 1799 cent, often 
advertised for sale, as compared to the 
many true foreign rarities advertised at 
lower prices than the 1799 cent. 

"The Insignia and Medals of the 
Aztec Club of 1847" is authored by 
Major Edgar Erskine Hume. The 
second oldest military society in the 
United States, the Aztec Club was 
founded in Mexico City on October 13, 
1847, by officers of the United States 
Army following their "conquest" of 
Mexico. The organization was still 
flourishing in 1934. If any ANA 
members can bring us up to date on 
the activities of this group, please let 
us know! 
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mutilated or defaced following his 
defeat by the Germans in 1871, Wood 
points out that the practice of defacing 
coins '"to make a point'' actually began 
in ancient Rome. The article features 
some interesting illustrations, and was 
originally presented at the April 
meeting of the New York Numismatic 
Club. 

A second article, "U.S. Silver 
Certificates, Series of 1896," was 
presented at the May meeting of the 
New York Numismatic Club by 
Thomas F. Morris. Morris' father was 
chief of the engraving division of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing when 
these notes were designed and 
released, and Morris himself was an 
authority on paper money. His 
obituary in the August 1974 issue of 
The Numismatist states, "Among the 
prized material in his large collection 
were his father's detailed diary, many 
unique design sketches and engravings 
for paper money, stamps and other 
security paper, as well as other 
valuable memorabilia of the banknote 
business." I consider his article to be 
the most comprehensive ever written 
about a particular series of paper 
money. 

Those of you who browse through 
early issues of the magazine may, from 
time to time, notice short "new issue" 
articles signed de L." The author, 
affectionately known to his friends as 
"Julie," is Alex Julius de Lagenberg. 
Bom in Stockholm in 1849, he visited 
the Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia in 1876 and fell in love 
with America. Medallic art was his 
major interest, and his numismatic 
affiliations included organizations in 
Belgium, France, Austria, Sweden and 
the United States. He happily shared 
his new discoveries with readers of 
The Numismatist, and two of his 
illustrated "news releases" appear in 
the June issue. 

June 1934 best buy of the month — a 
$1 1895 silver Proof, $4.50. 

It is certainly no secret that I find 
medals, orders and decorations most 
fascinating, and I lucked out with 
July's feature article, "The Austrian 
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Brilliant Proof Sets

Order of the Golden Fleece" by C.S. 
Gifford. In this reprint of a paper read 
before a meeting of the Boston 
Numismatic Society, the author 
explains how the Orders of Chivalry, 
which date back to the Cmsades, 
developed in various countries; how 
the Orders were mled; why and when 
decorations were awarded; and the 
influence of one's station in life. Also 
discussed is the long dispute between 
mlers of Austria and Spain for sole 
rights to the Golden Fleece. It is tmly 
enjoyable to read of the events that 
made history when knighthood 
flourished. 

Our old friend Farran Zerbe, seventh 
president of the ANA who sold his 
extensive world collection to the 
Chase National Bank and became 
curator of its money museum, is the 
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first envelope, containing 16 double 
eagles, from a delivery of $1,000,000 
last June/' Wow! Sixteen 1933 Double 
Eagles . . . and they all ended up in the 
melting pot. 

March 1934 best buy of the 
month — a $5 1823 gold Proof, $175. 

The excellent article about the 
Society of the Cincinnati is concluded 
in the April issue. The Society itself 
takes its name from the Roman 
citizen-soldier, Lucius Quinctius 
Cincinnatus, an early hero and, 
according to ancient records, twice 
dictator of Rome in the 5th century 
B.C. It is interesting to note that 
because of the many French officers 
who fought alongside the Americans 
during the Revolutionary War, a 
branch of the Society still flourishes in 
France. 

Under the heading "Editorial 
Comment Numismatic News" 
appear these prophetic words: "What 
may be the opening wedge for a 
renewal of the series of 
commemorative half dollars has been 
attempted in Maryland. John W. 
Garrett, Ambassador to Italy during 
President Floover's administration, a 
member of the ANA and a prominent 
Baltimore collector, has urged Senators 
Goldsborough and Ty dings of 
Maryland to lend their aid in securing 
the necessary legislation for a half 
dollar commemorating the 
tercentenary of the landing of the 
Maryland colonists at St. Mary's City 
on March 25, 1634 . . . The last issue 
of commemorative half dollars was the 
Captain Cook, or Hawaii, piece in 
1928." We probably can thank John 
Work Garrett for opening the flood 
gates that brought us so many new 
commemorative issues. 

At this point I should mention the 
fact that April 1934 marked the release 
of the first issue of Wayte Raymond's 
The Coin Collector's Journal. Founded 
by John W. Scott in 1875 and 
published under his name until 1885, 
the magazine was revived by Raymond 
in 1934 and published regularly until 
December 1954. Personally, this series 
of magazines did more to help me 


maintain my interest in numismatics 
than any of the numerous publications 
I read during that 20-year period. 

April 1934 best buy of the month — a 
$10 1907 With Periods, Unc., $27.50. 

A news item that caught my eye in 
the May issue reports the theh of a 
group of medals from the trophy room 
of the memorial of the Unknown 
Soldier in Washington, D.C. Included 
in the list of stolen medals is one 
issued by the Society of the Daughters 
of the Cincinnati — an entry I found to 
be very interesting. Though I am 
unfamiliar with the organization, there 
is no reason why it should not exist, 
for membership in the Society of the 
Cincinnati is restricted to the eldest 
male descendents of Continental Army 
officers. Yes sir, Salic law prevails! 

An interesting article, "The First 
Spanish Republic, 1873-1874, and 
Coins of Spain," by Sidney Haas of Los 
Angeles, succinctly explains the events 
leading to the formation of the First 
Spanish Republic. Discussed in the 
article are the coins issued by The 
Interregnum (the government that 
ruled for Isabella II, who was known as 
the "inept queen"); the provisional 
government (1868-69); the regency 
(1869-70); Amadeo, King of Spain from 
1870 to 1873 and son of Victor 
Emmanuel 11 of Italy,- the First Spanish 
Republic; and finally Alfonso XII, son 
of Isabella II (1874). 

I would be remiss if I did not 
mention the mouth-watering 
advertisement by F.C.C. Boyd offering 
United States Brilliant Proof sets for 
the years 1859 through 1915, excluding 
1861, 1877 and 1878, for a mere 
$460.75. These 54 sets contained 378 
individual coins, averaging out to a 
cost of $1.22 per coin! This offer 
undoubtedly constitutes the best buy 
of the month. 

Howland Wood, eminent numis- 
matic scholar and curator at the 
American Numismatic Society from 
1913 until his untimely death in 1938, 
is the author of a fine article in the 
June issue entitled "Satirical Pieces of 
Napoleon." Though the article focuses 
on coins of Napoleon III that were 
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Included in D C. Wismer’s ‘‘Descriptive List of Obsolete Paper Money" is this $2 note 
issued by the Roger Williams Bank of Providence, Rhode Island. 


Pittsburgh, one of the greats of our 
hobby, author of many articles, and a 
collector with a special interest in the 
odd and curious. His article, "'The 
Coinage of Bela-Kuhn," tells of the 
short-lived Hungarian communist 
revolt in 1919 and the single 10-korona 
piece it produced. Only four of these 
specimens are known: a unique silver 
piece and a bronze specimen were part 
of the Garrett collection in Baltimore; 
a bronze piece was the property of 
Virgil Brand; and Gibbs himself 
possessed a third bronze. 

Shank's fine article on the orders of 
knighthood is concluded with this 
issue, and credits Great Britain's 
Queen Elizabeth I (1558-1603) with 
originating the modem military medal. 
According to Shank, Elizabeth 
was "the first European sovereign to 
institute decorations to be worn on the 
person, her Armada medal (1588) being 
the first provided with a loop for 
suspension from a chain." 

Among the news items is an 
announcement of 2- and 5-mark coins 
issued by the German government to 
commemorate the 450th anniversary of 
the birth of Martin Luther. Today we 
know that the 2-mark coin is scarce, 
and the 5-mark piece is very scarce. A 
second news item comments on the 
discovery by H.D. Gibbs (the author 
mentioned previously) of an 80-reis 
copper coin issued by Peter II of Brazil 
(1831-89), upon which had been 
impressed the dies for a United States 
1832 half dollar! It is surmised that the 
piece was stmck at the U.S. Mint as a 


die trial or as a pocket piece for a mint 
employee. 

Febmary 1934 best buy of the 
month — a $1 1889-CC, Unc., $1.50. 

Part one of a two-part article about 
the Society of the Cincinnati is 
featured in the March issue. Authored 
by U.S. Army Major Edgar Erskin 
Hume, assistant general secretary of 
the Society, the article relates the 
history of the organization and 
discusses many of the medals issued in 
its honor. This article was my first 
introduction to the prestigious Society 
of the Cincinnati, which originally was 
formed by officers of the Continental 
Army in 1783, and today restricts its 
membership to the descendents of 
those officers. 

A second article, "The Jubilee Year," 
by James T. Koch of Syracuse, New 
York, tells of the traditions and events 
leading to the first recorded Christian 
Jubilee, inaugurated in 1300 by Pope 
Boniface VIII. Originally intended to be 
held only at the turn of a century, 
successive jubilees were celebrated 
every 33 years beginning in 1390, and 
every 25 years beginning in 1475. This 
tradition is still practiced, though 
occasionally jubilees are held to honor 
special events, such as the golden 
anniversary of the priesthood of Pope 
Pius XI in 1929. 

Also included in this issue is a most 
interesting report of the annual 
meeting of the Assay Commission. 
Only six commissioners were present, 
and the report reads in part: "Mrs. 

Ross (Director of the Mint) opened the 
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In the past, specifically the years 
1969 to 1979, various editors of The 
Numismatist annually published 
ramblings of mine entitled 'Trom the 
Pages of The Numismatist Fifty Years 
Ago/' Now, in 1984, I am once again 
stirred by memories of the past. The 
year 1934 marked my graduation from 
college and induction into the banking 
industry in my hometown of 
Cleveland, Ohio. It is the year I 
discovered that two of my high school 
teachers, Otto Budde and Ambrose 
Spencer, were enthusiastic 
numismatists active in the Western 
Reserve Numismatic Club, and I found 
myself changing from a coin collector 
into a numismatist. So once again, 
with a touch of nostalgia, I peruse the 
pages of The Numismatist. 

Leafing through the January 1934 
issue, I notice that it contains only 21 
pages of advertisements, including the 
inside front and back covers! 

Prominent dealers of the day were B. 
Max Mehl, D.C^W\(ismer, M.H. 
Bolender, John Zug^il^enry Chapman 

and Wayte Rayi|iond.^x 

D.C. Wismei^s ''Descriptive List of 


Obsolete Paper Money," a series that 
began in June 1922, is a state-by-state 
catalog of "circulating notes issued by 
state banks, private banks, bankers and 
corporations," which by January 1934 
had progressed through Providence, 
Rhode Island. A second article that 
bears mentioning is "A Short 
Introduction to the Origin of Orders 
and Decorations" by Robert D. Shank 
of Los Angeles. In this first of two 
parts the author traces the beginnings 
of certain monastic orders and the 
evolution of some into military 
brotherhoods, such as the Knights 
Templar. 

A total of 21 new members are 
listed in the membership column; the 
first assigned number for the year was 
4338. Imagine, only 4337 members 
were admitted to the ANA between 
1891 and 1934! However, member 
number 4343 is still with us — he's our 
friend Harry X Boosel of Chicago. 

The January 1934 best buy of the

combination of unfortunate 
circumstances. It is possible that the 
ship was incorrectly designed and was 
over-rigged; the upper-deck batteries of 
24-pounder cannon proved too massive 
to safely allow the vessel to list to 
either side. The tragedy attracted 
much attention throughout Europe, 
and during the 17th century several 
attempts were made to salvage the 
Wasa and the treasure believed to be 
on board. In 1664 a diving record was 
achieved when a salvage crew, using a 
primitive diving bell, recovered about 
50 of the ship's cannon. But, as the 
years passed, the Wasa was forgotten. 

Rediscovered in 1956 by Anders 
Franzen, the wreck waited another two 
years until the difficult task of raising 
her could commence. To help defray 
expenses of the project, parts of the 
superstructure were melted, recast as 


commemorative medals and sold by 
Svenska Handelsbanken of Stockholm. 
The obverse of the medal depicts the 
Wasa under full sail with a personifi- 
cation of Wind in the upper right, 
encircled by WASA KONUNGENS 
REGALSKEPP (Wasa, the King's Regal 
Ship), while the reverses carries the 
inscription MED TACK FOR VARDE- 
FULLT BISTAND (With Thanks for 
Valuable Fielp). 

Fifty thousand commemoratives, 
each weighing 15.9g, were minted of 
92-percent copper and 8-percent zinc. 
The original purchasers are registered 
at the National Maritime Museum, a 
popular historical site located in 
Stockholm, not far from the dry- 
docked remnants of the Wasa.

Built for the Swedish Navy of King 
Gustavus Adolphus and completed in 
1628, the warship Wasa served but a 
scant few minutes on its maiden 
voyage before sinking unceremoniously 
to the watery crypt it occupied for 330 
years. Designed to be one of the 

mightiest fighting ships of the era, the 

oaken vessel measured 162 feet in 
length, displaced 1,400 tons and 

The hull of the short-lived Swedish warship 
currently is dry-docked in Stockholm.

carried on three decks a total of 64 
bronze cannon. It was constructed by 
Dutch shipbuilder Henrik Hiybertsson 
in Kapplingen, Stockholm, and was 
launched on August 10, 1628, heading 
for the south Baltic Sea to join the 
mobilized Swedish fleet, which was 
carrying on its duties in the Thirty 
Years' War. As she passed Beck- 
holmen, a great gust of wind blowing 
from the southern shore tipped the 
Wasa on its side, causing it to sink. 
All hands were lost in the disaster.

Northampton Street gradually became 
less of a residential area, and by the end 
of World War n a large section of the street 
was devoted to offices and businesses. 

In 1947 a gentleman, who shall remain 
anonymous, bought the house with the 
idea of demolishirig it to make more room 
for his neighboring business. His first 
thought was to bulldoze the structure, 
then bum or otherwise dispose of the 
debris. However, building material was 
scarce and in the end he decided to 
demolish the house by hand and salvage 
as much material as he could. While 


removing one of the interior partitions, he 
found the bottom half of a four-note sheet 
of National Bank Notes. The two 
notes — $10 and $20 — carried the identify- 
ing letters C and A, respectively. Both 
were in perfect condition and, from all 
appearances, were placed in the wall 
without ever having been used in any way. 

Upon researching his find, he was sur- 
prised to discover just how rare it was. He 
decided to say nothing to anyone about 
the discovery and for some thirty years 
kept it to himself. As time passed, rumors 
began to circulate in the Holyoke area 
about the rare notes, and Paul Abel, a col- 
lector of Holyoke bank notes, discreetly 
began making inquiries and soon dis- 
covered the owner. After many months of 
negotiation and the offer of a great deal 
of money, Abel acquired the historic 
specimens. 

Coincidently, Paul Abel recalled that 
his grandfather once worked for William 
Skinner, Sr. at Wisteriahurst as a gardener 
and was employed there at the time of his 
death (the unfortunate man fell from a 
tree onto a wall). Abel remembers Joseph 
Alan Skinner, brother of William Skinner, 
Jr., whom he met when his grandfather 
took him to Wisteriahurst. In fact, Joseph 
gave Paul a mechanical whale as a pres- 
ent. Paul still has the toy and has put it 
away for his future grandchildren.

partment governed by the Holyoke His- 
torical Commission, the museum is open 
to the public without charge. 

To conclude the story of the Skinner 
family, a little-known incident occurred 
in 1912 that should be related. While 
workmen were clearing the remains of 
Skinner's first mill in Williamsburg, they 
came upon many skeins of silk thread 
that looked as if they had been spun only 
several years before. Imagine, silk buried 
for nearly forty years and still in good con- 
dition! Some of the thread was given to 
Skinner and today reposes in the Wiste- 
riahurst Museum. 

Now for the more immediate events 
that led to the discovery of the historic 
notes. Following the Revolutionary War, 
in what is today Holyoke, a very large 
house was built in 1790 on the road from 
Springfield to Northampton, a route that 
later became known as Northampton 
Street (U.S. Route 5). The house stood for 
a great many years and sometime in the 
late 1800s was converted to a United 
States post office to serve the needs of the 
growing area. Following World War I,

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ment required National Bank Notes to be 
printed on the same distinctive paper as 
that used for other U.S. currency. The 
following September the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing undertook printing 
the faces of all National Bank Notes; the 
aforementioned private companies con- 
tinued to print the backs. This procedure 
was followed until October 1877, when 
the Bureau assumed total responsibility 
for printing. 

For the most part, National Bank Notes 
were printed four notes to a sheet, with 
each note identified by the capital letters 
A, B, C or D, according to its denomina- 
tion and position on the sheet. Once the 
letters are known, it is possible to recon- 
struct the original position of each note 
with respect to the other notes on the 
sheet. For instance, if the four notes were 
$10-$10-$10-$20, the corresponding letters 
would be A-B-C-A. Many combinations of 
notes were printed in the four-sheet for- 
mat, but the most common were 1-1- 1-1, 
5-5-5-5, 10-10-10-10, 10-10-10-20 and 

20-20-20-20. 

After the notes were printed in Wash- 
ington, they were sent to their respective 
banks, where they were countersigned by 
the proper bank officials and used in 
everyday transactions. During the first 
charter period, notes were secured only by 
government bonds deposited by the bank 
with the Treasurer of the United States; 
however, in 1902 securities other than 
U.S. bonds became acceptable. 

Not much is known of the early years 
of the City National Bank of Fiolyoke, but 
the city directory of 1883 lists the bank's 
address as 13 Dwight Street and notes 
that J.C. Parsons served as president and 
E.L. Munn as cashier. At the time, the 
bank claimed a capital of $200,000. In 
1895 William Skinner, fr. was listed as 
president of the bank and C. Fayette 
Smith was cashier — the same two men 
who countersigned the discovery notes. 
The bank had relocated to new quarters 
at 26 Dwight Street and listed $500,000 
in capital, with a reserve profit of 
$100,000. By 1927 the bank had moved to 
an imposing multi-story building at the 
comer of Fiigh and Appleton Streets, 
where C. Fayette Smith served as presi- 
dent and L. Titus as cashier. Shortly 
thereafter, the Hadley Falls Tmst Com- 
pany bought out the institution, and the 


City National Bank of Holyoke ceased to 
exist as a separate entity. 

Co-signer William Skinner, Jr. had a 
very interesting family history. His father, 
William Skinner, Sr. (1824-1902), came to 
this country at the age of nineteen from 
England, where he had been engaged in 
the manufacture of silk thread. Shortly 
after his arrival, he settled in a section 
of Williamsburg, Massachusetts, later 
known as Skinnerville, where he estab- 
lished the Unquomonk Silk Mill, which 
prospered until 1874. In the meantime, 
Skinner married and in 1848 built a large 
mansion to house his growing family. It 
was in this house that his son, William 
Jr., was bom, the first of several children. 

On May 16, 1874, a great flood com- 
pletely destroyed Skinner's silk mill on 
the Mill River, along with many resi- 
dences and a number of businesses. After 
the disaster, he decided to move his mill 
operation to another community. His 
plan came to the attention of members of 
the Holyoke Water Power Company, who 
offered Skinner land and other induce- 
ments to relocate his operation in Hol- 
yoke. He accepted their offer and built his 
new mill on one of the many canals in the 
area, changing the name of the company 
to William Skinner Sons. At the time, 
silk was all the rage in the world of 
fashion, and Skinner's thread and silken 
fabrics became famous for their excellent 
quality and superior workmanship. The 
mill continued to operate until the early 
1960s, when synthetic fabrics brought an 
end to the popularity of silk and satin. 

Interestingly, Skinner's wife was very 
reluctant to move to Holyoke because she 
considered it unlucky for a 50-year-old 
man to build a new house. However, he 
overcame her objections by disassembling 
their house in Skinnerville and transport- 
ing the pieces by oxen to the Connecticut 
River at Northampton, where they were 
loaded on rafts and floated downriver to 
Holyoke. The parts were reassembled on 
a parcel of land bounded by Pine, Beech, 
Hampshire and Cabot Streets and, be- 
cause wisteria grew in abundance on the 
property, the rebuilt house was christened 
"Wisteriahurst." The Skinners occupied 
the house until 1959, when Mrs. Robert 
Skinner Kilbome, the youngest daughter, 
deeded the house and grounds to the City 
of Holyoke as a museum. Now a city de- 
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Notes is in order. These notes became 
part of the U.S. currency system during 
the Civil War when Congress passed the 
National Banking Act of February 25, 
1863 (later revised by the Act of June 3, 
1864), which provided for the establish- 
ment of a National Bank system. Shortly 
after the Act became law in 1863, Na- 
tional Banks were organized in most of 
the northern states and territories. In- 
itially, the charter period for such banks 
was twenty years and subject to renewal; 
the first banks were chartered in 1863, 
while the last bank was chartered in 1935, 
after which no more National Bank Notes 
were issued. Beginning in 1875, charter 
numbers were issued consecutively; there- 
fore, it is possible to determine the date 
of any bank's charter by referring to its 
numl^r. For example, the charter number 
of the City National Bank of Holyoke is 


2430, and, according to existing records, 
its charter was granted in 1879. Charter 
numbers were displayed prominently, ap- 
pearing either once or, more likely, twice 
on the face of each note. 

Originally, all National Bank Notes 
were printed in New York by one of three 
companies: American Bank Note, Conti- 
nental Bank Note or National Bank Note. 
The notes featured the logo of the issuing 
company and were printed on various 
types of "bank note paper." As can be 
imagined, this led to some confusion, es- 
pecially when the banks changed printers, 
and products from two different sources 
circulated in the marketplace at the same 
time. Finally, in March 1875 the govem-

They 
were signed by Tillman and Morgan and 
countersigned by the bank's cashier, C. 
Fayette Smith, and its president, William 
Skinner, Jr. It is always exciting to un- 
cover a new variety of any numismatic 
item, but excitement becomes ecstasy 
when the find proves to be previously 
unknown to collectors.

1872 cent was seldom saved, 
particularly in Fine grade. Conversely, 
the 1877 gained recognition as the 
Indian Head cent — a keepsake — 
reminiscent of the rarer 1856 Flying 
Eagle cent and the later 1909-S VDB 
Lincoln cent. When the 1872 and 1877 
cents circulated in full-grade Fine, the 
1877 piece was set aside, and the 1872 
largely remained pocket change, 
typically grading About Good by 1925. 
Therefore, because of early 
collectibility, the 1877 cent, although 
scarcer overall, often appears more 
frequently as choice than the 1872 
cent, principally in original, 
undamaged Fine. 

Proof 1872 cents, struck at a modest 
premium to accommodate the 
embryonic collector interest, ideally 
were kept from circulation. On the 
other hand, business strikes, as the 
term implies, were regarded as 
''spending money." The keeping of any 
spending money was deterred by the 
Depression of 1873 and ensuing hard 
times. "Pennies" had real value, and 
because the branch mints were not yet 
producing cents, the 1872 mintage of 
slightly more than four million was 
quickly absorbed into the mainstream 
of commerce. Subsequently, 
Uncirculated gems now are in the 
highest echelon of condition rarity, 
and Choice Uncirculated specimens 
appear infrequently. 

Cents were the most used of all 
coins and the most subject to 
impairments, and the "unlucky" 
preponderance of 1872 cents incurred 
damage during the 37 years preceding 
the last year of issue, the 1909-S. The 
new Lincoln design, and the exciting 
1909-S VDB followed, and later the 
1914-D, while many "old" 1872 cents 


were still in use. 

The "unlucky" factor in the dispro- 
portionately low survival rate of 
unimpaired 1872 cents is compounded 
by rampant weakness of strike. 
Approximately 20 to 25 percent were 
weakly struck at either the date 
(primarily the numeral 2), feathers, 
shield, wreath or bow, and as a result 
such pieces are less eagerly sought. 
These characteristics affect nearly one 
million business strikes, and herein 
lies the stuff of which the 1872 
scarcity is made. 

The cents spanning 1869 to 1871 are 
relatively free of this striking problem. 
The elusive 1869 cent, although 
sharing the "unlucky" aura and 
scarcity of the 1872, was well-struck, 
with a reported mintage 38-percent 
greater than that of the 1872 cents. 

The marginally more "findable" 1870 
piece also was well-struck, with a 
mintage 24-percent greater than the 
1872 issue. The 1871, with a mintage 
3-percent lower than the 1872, is also 
a primary key date and normally well- 
struck. The well-struck, renowned 
1869/8 "overdate" has come under 
recent scrutiny regarding the 
legitimacy of its alleged overdate. 
Hobbyists may prefer the undisputable 
and less expensive "perfect date" 1869, 
leaving the future standing of the 
overdate uncertain. 

Several other dates, notably of the 
period between 1864 and 1878, are 
increasingly difficult to find. Greater 
in demand than in supply, these 
classic Indian Head cents as choice are 
gradually disappearing. The popular, 
"unlucky" 1872 cent has long reflected 
this eventuality, remaining in 
circulation for many years only to 
grow scarce in its own time.

Small cents, the 
traditional christening 
interest of collectors, 
continue to remain a 
focus of numismatic 
activity. The desirable 
1872 Indian Head cent 
is, paradoxically, 
affordable yet relatively 
unavailable. Choice 1872 
cents are "'hen's teeth," 
their presence diminish- 
ing in recent years 
because hobbyists have 
created a natural 
vacuum, soaking up the 
already depleted supply 
of collectible business 
strikes. Dealers cannot 
replenish these in any 
number, as collectors 
and their succeeding 
family members, who 
may otherwise be non- 
collectors, hesitate to 
part with treasured 
heirloom sets. 

Cleaned and impaired 
1872 cents are common, 
with Choice specimens 
frequently less available 
than similar examples of 
the lower-mintage 1877 
pieces. Both the 1872 
and 1877 cents in grades 
higher than Fine would 
have had to have been 
kept by collectors in the 
late 19th century, and 
specimens in Fine since 
about 1905. Yet, at a 
time when collectors had 
a more basic hobby stan- 
dard, the circulating,

the gold medallion maintains the facial 
iconography of the later profile 
portraits of Constantine: wide eyes, 
stylized features and parallel rows of 
hair. The emperor obviously was 
giving his successors a direction in 
developing the iconography of the new 
culture by showing the revolutionary 
style to a few select persons long 
before he was prepared to show it to 
the world. Perhaps Constantine 


intended to issue frontal types after 
the late-profile types of 335-37 A.D. 
Whatever the reason for never issuing 
frontal types for public consumption, 
subsequent emperors understood the 
original intention and issued them 
with greater and greater frequency 
until they were the standard type in 
the Byzantine empire. It was under the 
Byzantine emperors that Constantine's 
Christian civilization was realized. The 
abstracts of a Christian religion had 
been molded into the specifics of a 
Christian culture through adoption of 
Constantinian iconography and the 
concept of the emperor. Civilization 
had given a resounding performance of 
the script written by the men of 
Constantine.

strong in his model of monarchic mle 
. . . For this is the law of royal 
authority, the law that decrees one 
rule over everyone . . . There is one 
Sovereign and His Logos and royal 
law' is one, not expressed in word or 
syllables nor eroded by time in books 
or tables, but the living and actual 
God, the Logos, who directs His 
Father's Kingdom for all those under 
and beneath Him. Heavenly armies 
encircle him, an infinite number of 
supernatural troops, including God's 
attendant angels and those invisible 
spirits within heaven who see to the 
order of the whole cosmos over all of 
whom the royal Logos takes 
precedence as a kind of prefect of the 
Supreme Sovereign. 

The new philosophy initiated during 
Constantine's reign is best symbolized 
by the most perplexing aspect of his 
coinage — the frontal gold and silver 
medallions of Ticinum, which, because 
of their unique character and rarity, 
have been dismissed by many as 
"creative art." The obverse of the 
silver medallion carries an 
unconventional frontal portrait of the 
emperor in military dress, flanked by a 
horse and inverted shield and sceptre, 
and wearing a helmet that bears the 
famous chi rho symbol, which appears 
on only a few other Constantinian 
issues. The reverse shows the emperor 
in military garb crowned by Victory 
and standing with a trophy over his 
shoulder, surrounded by nine 
soldiers — four in the foreground 
holding horses, three with shields and 
two in the background holding 
standards. The circumstances 
surrounding the issuance of the medal 
suggest it to be more important than 
many will admit, for it was struck in 


silver at Ticinum and thus could have 
been presented only to the highest 
officials of the army.^^ While some 
consider Ticinum to have been an 
insignificant mint, chronological 
sources agree that the entire court was 
in residence there in 315-16 A.D., 
when the medal was produced, which 
was also the tenth year of the 
emperor's reign. Additionally, Bruun's 
analysis of reverse types indicates that 
many were first issued by the Ticinum 
mint and that, as far as western mints 
were concerned, this mint was the 
most innovative. A year of celebration 
of Constantine's triumphs, combined 
with the presence of the court and 
probably the emperor, in a city often 
used for numismatic experimentation 
certainly enhances the importance of 
the medallion. The fact that its 
iconography was adopted by all 
subsequent emperors suggests that the 
coin did not pass unnoticed. The same 
year a series of gold medallions lacking 
the military motif and intended for 
members of the imperial court also 
was issued at Ticinum.

Of extreme importance, the Ticinum 
medallions were an ambitious 
representation of the philosophy that 
central officials were just beginning to 
introduce to the populace, evidence 
that the philosophy of a new 
civilization existed in a coherent form 
long before the people were immersed 
in it. The importance of the chi rho 
has been exaggerated, as it appeared 
only on the military edition and was a 
sign used in battle, obviously meant to 
become part of the military 
iconography.

but someone close to him must have 
had the historical perspective 
necessary to create so effectively the 
proper public image. One sees in early 
Constantinian portraiture the 
realization that tetrarchic rigidity 
could not sustain a society, that Rome 
was a huge vacuum, territorially vast 
and militarily strong, but devoid of the 
common spirituality that keeps a 
culture cohesive. Constantine 
transformed a machine into a living 
organism. 

When the new capital of 
Constantine's empire, Constantinople, 
was dedicated, some coins were issued 
picturing the she-wolf suckling 
Romulus and Remus, while others 
showed the personification of 
Constantinople. It was the last 
appearance of the wolf; the old 
civilization went out in style and the 
new was ushered in with glory. 

Christianity was to be the 
foundation of the new civilization, for 
philosophical architects knew that 
empty iconography could not sow the 
seeds of a new culture and thus began 
building a superstructure that 
Christianity could conveniently adopt.

The idea of the spiritual image of the 
emperor would gradually be associated 
with Christianity. Indeed, Constantine 
worked diligently to involve himself in 
religious affairs, building churches and 
often acting as mediator between 
divergent sects. Since the emperor and 
Christ complimented rather than 
contradicted one another, the new 
iconography was not a Christian one 
composed of Christian symbols but 
one of a new civilization whose 
ideological base was Christianity. 
Constantine did not see a 
contradiction in demanding to be 
worshipped while at the same time 
worshipping the One God, for the new 
religion was the force guiding the 
Empire, and the image of the emperor 
was the force that generated and 
controlled the new society. 


The circumstances surrounding 
the issuance of the medal suggest 
it to be more important than 
many will admit. 


B y the time of Constantine's 
deathbed conversion, all the 
preconditions for Christian 
culture had been set and it was only a 
matter of time before the classical 
world transformed itself into the ^ 

Christian world. A portrait issued just 
after Constantine's tricennalia, the 
30th anniversary of his accession, 
seems to allude to the words of 
Eusebius: j 

Thus outfitted in the likeness of 
the kingdom of heaven, he pilots the \ 

affairs below with an upward gaze, to t 

steer by the archtypal form. He grows , 
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lettering denoting the year of the vows 
and the name of the emperor, usually 
nothing more than a wreath appears. 
Vota reverses were some of the most 
banal ever issued by an emperor. 
However, the vota were literally the 
words of the emperor, and their 
domination of the entire reverse must 
have had an effect similar to that of 
the portrait's total domination of the 
obverse. The image of Constantine 
now permeated the entire coin, leaving 
nothing to distract the people from 
their leader. 

Most common in coins issued after 
325 A.D., the military theme 
reinforced the policy of separating 
things Roman from those not, unlike 
earlier types that patronized the army 
to insure its loyalty. One very 
common type shows a fort or camp 
gate, a star above and the inscription 
PROVIDENTIAE AVGG, while other 
issues show chained barbarians at the 
emperor's feet, being dragged by the 
hair, stepped upon or tied to standards. 
Such graphic scenes in the name of 
glory or virtue appear less frequently 
on coins before Constantine, who 
made them standard types in all 
denominations during the last ten 
years of his reign. 

The general trend during 
Constantine's rule was to limit the 
number of reverse types and extend 
the length of their usage, so that often

a given denomination had the same 
reverse for a period of years. With 
reduction in quantity came what has 
been termed "qualitative reduction," 
although "design simplification" is a 
more objective term. Types were 
deliberately simplified in the name of 
unity, for a standard type suggested 
stability and continuity, two important 
elements in the creation of unity 
within an empire.

A n analysis of the parallel 

evolution of obverse and reverse 
h. types suggests that 
Constantine and his closest advisors 
used coinage as one means of altering 
the course of civilization. Significant 
yet subtle, the changes only could 
have been the result of a farsighted, 
well-planned central policy that must 
have permeated all aspects of popular 
culture, including sculpture, 
architecture and literature. The nature 
of the changes on coins suggests that 
Constantinian policy was executed on 
two levels; all drastic innovation and 
experimentation began with gold 
coinage intended for a small, 
intellectually-elite group, and later 
gradually appeared on bronze coinage 
destined for the masses, often in a 
blended, diluted form. 

On a popular level, coinage was 
meant to unify the diverse peoples of 
the empire through a common 
conception of the emperor. The 
elongated, more spiritual image 
combined with association with the 
sun gave the emperor a universal and 
somewhat mystical appeal. It is no 
wonder he was worshipped more as a 
spiritual force than as a mere human. 

However, Constantinian coinage 
carries a more philosophical message. 
Not only was Constantine building a 
Rome united in its reverence for the 
emperor, but also a civilization. The 
emperor himself may have understood 
the changes only on a popular level.

purely Roman types. In this way 
Constantine appealed equally as well 
to any given population, especially 
since his portrait was the only element 
common to all iconographies. 

Whereas adaptations of differing 
iconographies is evidence of an 
invocation of the past, blending of old 
iconographies into a new standard type 
indicates a vision for the future. 

Indeed, the last few years of 
Constantine's reign witnessed the 
introduction of a new standard type 
based on elements of the images of 
great rulers of the past, resulting in the 
supreme image. 

The "blended iconography types" 
were issued in all metals and 
denominations during the last few 
years of Constantine's reign, and by 
the time of his death, the new 
iconography was no longer associated 
with the man himself but with the 
Constantinian concept of the 
spiritually enlightened ruler. It was 
only a small step for his sons and their 
successors to adopt the same 
iconography and instantly have the 
image that Constantine worked so 
hard to create. 

Constantinian reverses served the 
same propaganda purposes as their 
predecessors, commemorating battles 
or festivals. Most evident in reverses 
was the elimination of traditional 
Roman gods, including Jupiter, who 
was the favorite of the tetrarchs. 
Personifications of Victory and Roma 
continued to be used, but much more 
sparingly than in previous reigns. 
Constantine's first innovation in 
reverse types was the SOL INVICTO 
COMITI issue honoring the "invincible 


sun," a reference to divine supremacy 
but not the same concept inherent in 
the Jupiter type. At the time, the sun 
was associated with the cults of Isis 
and Mithras, which were much more 
abstract and spiritual than the Roman 
state religion represented by Jupiter. 
Indeed, it has been suggested that the 
abstractly divine connotations of the 
sun were not offensive to the Christian 
community of the time and were 
certainly more acceptable than the 
traditional pagan types they replaced. 
Other historians feel the issuance of 
the sun types may have been a shrewd 
device to insure the loyalty of an army 
deeply devoted to various sun cults. 
However, more likely, the sun was an 
acceptable symbol to all, for "over the 
middle ground between pagan and 
Christian, Sol presided. It had long 
been common for Christian writers 
and artists to portray Christ as the 
source of light, of salvation, and of 
righteousness, in solar imagery. Solar 
monotheism exerted a powerful 
attraction . . . uniting a hundred 
scattered cults." That Sol types were 
successful with the populace is 
evidenced by their dominance of 
bronze coinage for a number of years, 
313-18 A.D. 

The second great theme of 
Constantinian reverses is found in the 
imperial "vota" types, which 
dominated coinage in all metals 
between 318-21 A.D. and appeared 
frequently thereafter, usually in 
connection with imperial consulships, 
jubilees and donatives. Referring to the 
vows taken by the emperor on the 
regnal new year, vota types were novel 
in their simplicity. Other than

omniscient. Of course, one does not 
learn from the coins that Constantine 
was in fact idealistic, only that he 
wished himself to be portrayed as 
such. 

Most notable among the early 
portrait changes were the elimination 
of the beard, replacement of the short 
military hair with longer parallel rows 
of hair, rounding of the head, 
lengthening of the neck, and a larger 
opening of the eye. The general style 
of later Constantinian portraiture 
remained as it appeared in 307 A.D., 
but certain new elements appeared as 
the reign progressed. Portrait changes 
usually occurred first in gold and silver 
and later in bronze, for the masses had 
to be gradually introduced to the new 
iconography. Breaking with Roman 
tradition in the use of space, the 
emperor's portrait grew successively 
larger over the years until some were 
so large that they broke the legend, an 
effect calculated to enhance the image 
of the emperor's omnipotence,- the 
continuous legend encircled the 
emperor with a wall of names and 
titles, while the broken legend 
suggested he transcended the titles 
bestowed on him by humanity. This 
seems substantiated by the fact that 
the coinage of Caesars serving under 
and after Constantine never had 
broken legends. 

Not content merely with broken 
legends, Constantine introduced many 
types between 320-30 A.D. with no 
obverse legends whatsoever. Having 
totally dominated the coin, the 
emperor set out to transcend its space 
by having his portrait appear to gaze 
outward. One cannot even imagine the 
effect that such portraits must have 
had upon the superstitious, image- 


fearing masses, and it is no wonder 
that laws were passed preventing the 
overvaluation of larger images. 

In late years the face was altered to 
resemble a more early-classical style in 
the same fashion as portraits of 
Hellenistic kings. The iconography of 
Constantinian coinage is so complex 
and varied that several pieces must be 
analyzed individually to exemplify the 
richness of late Constantinian 
portraiture. Two coins issued within a 
year of one another b)j the Nicomedia 
mint, 324-25 A.D., illustrate well the 
iconographic changes of the period. 

One portrait shows the emperor in 
early-Empire military dress and radiate 
crown with hand raised, a symbolic 
acknowledgement of senatorial 
authority. Right down to the unbroken 
legend, this is a purely Roman type. In 
contrast, the second piece carries a 
portrait with the Hellenistic gaze; 
Constantine is shown wearing a 
banded diadem, symbol of divine 
inspiration often used in Hellenistic 
Egypt and Asia Minor but never by a 
previous Roman emperor. Further 
evidence that the central authority 
that planned the portraits consciously 
imitated Persian coins can be found in 
the use of the "pearl punch," much 
employed in the East to represent hair 
and jewelry but not previously used by 
Roman die sinkers. The thought and 
effort that went into the adoption of 
eastern technology is concrete 
evidence of how deliberately 
Constantine imitated other portrait 
styles.

T ype variations of the style of 
307 A.D., with larger portraits 
but not much iconography, 
were the most common issues until 
330 A.D., with various motifs used for 
varying occasions. For example, a great 
percentage of the upward-gazing pieces 
were issued for special celebrations in 
eastern mint cities, while issues 
intended for Rome were likely to be 
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Constantine as Caesar. Constantine 
then became a member of the new 
tetrarchy, which included Galerius and 
Severus II as August! and Maximin 
Daza as Caesar. 


While the tetrarchy was 
structured and materialistic, 
Constantine was abstract and 
idealistic. 


I ssued before the revolt of 

Maxentius, the coins of Constan- 
tine as Caesar are in the classic 
tetrarchic style, attempting to show 
severity, unity, and a complete lack of 
individuality. Among the standard 
portrait features are the square head, 
sharp angular features, slightly-receding 
and well-defined hairline, short beard 
and a blank, animated expression. The 
early portraits of Constantine were 
absolutely indistinguishable from those 
of his colleagues. 

Thus, the first coins of Constantine 
are severe, uncreative manifestations 
of the unified authority of the 
tetrarchy, which show him with short 
hair and a beard cut in the style of a 
military leader, and a square, angular 
face with emotionless features. 
Uninspired invocations of Roman 
paganism, the most common tetrarchic 
reverses were GENIO POPVLI ROMANI 
and lOVI CONSERVATORI. In fact, 
during the tetrarchic period most of 
the pagan gods were eliminated and 
replaced with fupiter-type reverses, 
promoting the idea of supreme, unified 


power in a pagan form. The tetrarchs 
conformed a once diverse and creative 
coinage to their monotonously 
mechanical standards. 

Following Constantine's acceptance 
of the title of Augustus in March 307 
A.D., the executive branch of the 
tetrarchy crumbled, the economy 
followed suit and the Roman world 
was plunged into civil war. Coins 
issued during that period indicate that 
Constantine had a fundamentally 
different outlook on the deteriorating 
political situation than did the 
remainder of Rome's leadership. An 
attempt to alter his tetrarchic image 
was in full swing in the mints by the 
end of 306 A.D., resulting in a portrait 
sharply in contrast to the previously 
squarish treatment. 

Regardless of what the new style 
represented, the mere act of changing 
portraits reveals two important aspects 
of Constantine's strategy. As Augustus, 
he obviously felt that the tetrarchy 
was finished and thus its iconography 
was obsolete — while the other 
emperors were competing for a place 
within the tetrarchic system, 
Constantine perhaps decided at this 
time to seek sole rulership. Change of 
portraiture gave Constantine an 
immediate advantage in any potential 
conflict, for he was the most 
identifiable of those contending for the 
throne, an individual among faceless 
parts of a rigid machine. While the 
tetrarchy was structured and 
materialistic, Constantine was abstract 
and idealistic. In short, the tetrarchy 
was permanent; Constantine was

The very aggressive and active role 
of the Constantinian government with 
regard to coinage thus becomes the 
first evidence in the debate about 
whether Constantine played an active 
or passive role in the great change that 
civilization underwent during his 
reign. One must turn to an analysis of 
the coins themselves for evidence of a 
policy shift that might have created 
the foundation for modern Christian 
society. 

A complete die study is necessary to 
discover all political implications of 
Constantinian coinage, obviously a 
task beyond the scope of this essay. A 
more practical approach would be to 
analyze the most significant of 
Constantine's numerous types, that is, 
one that was issued continuously over 
a period of several years or one that 
was so atypical as to raise questions of 
interpretation. Study of the body of 
numismatic evidence has revealed that 
the philosophy of Constantine is best 
interpreted through analysis of 1) his 


portrait style as tetrarch; 2) portrait 
changes of 306-7 A.D.; 3) iconographic 
development of his later portraiture; 4) 
the changing tone of reverse types,- and 
5) the perplexing gold and silver 
medallions of Ticinum. 

On July 25, 306 A.D., tetrarch 
Constantius I died and his son, 
Constantine, was immediately 
proclaimed emperor by the military, 
which threatened the existing 
tetrarchic system. Under that system, 
established by Diocletian in 286 A.D., 
both the eastern and western regions 
of the empire were to have a senior 
Augustus and a junior Caesar; when 
the Augustus died, the Caesar would 
advance to Augustus and appoint a 
new Caesar. Thus, at the death of 
Constantius I, Severus II should have 
become the new Augustus. Instead, 
Constantine was proclaimed emperor 
without consultation and probably 
would have taken the title of Augustus 
had not the infuriated but diplomatic 
Galerius intervened and acknowledged 
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participation. The best evidence that 
coinage accurately reflected 
Constantine's policy is in the 
monetary reforms made under his rule. 
Not only were denominations changed, 
but the entire system of minting also 
was reformed in a way that insured 
Constantine greater control over 
coinage production than any previous 
emperor. 


The bizarre, personal nature of 
certain coin types suggests the 
emperor's involvement in the 
coining process. 

S ometime after 315 A.D. the post 
of rationalis summa rei was 
eliminated and replaced by the 
post of comes saciarum largitionum, 
the holder of which had far more 
power than his predecessors. The 
comes saciarum largitionum was one 
of the five most powerful persons in 
the empire, almost always traveling 
with the imperial court and 
accompanied by a mobile mint to 
insure new coin types were issued at 
the emperor's temporary residence. 

The centerpiece of Constantine's 
mint reforms was the initiation of the 
mobile mint, a concept first published 
by Bruun in 1961. In his Studies in 
Constantinian Chronology Bruun uses 
literary evidence to establish the 
whereabouts of Constantine at various 
times during his reign and examines 
the year and mint of gold issues in a 
parallel fashion. He comes to the 
startling conclusion that "as a rule, 
gold was struck at the temporary 
residence of the emperor,"^ and that 
there were "very few exceptions" to 
the mobile production of coinage, 
which left "a glittering trail of gold" 
behind the emperor.^® Whether the 
office of comes saciarum largitionum 
was created at the same time as 
mobile minting remains unclear, but 
the two did exist concurrently. 
Eventually, the court, the comes 
saciarum largitionum, the chief 
engraver and usually the emperor were 
present in the city that issued new 
gold coin types, making the physical as 


well as the bureaucratic distance 
between the emperor and the coins 
very small indeed. 

Bruun, Alfoldi and J.P.C. Kent also 
have concluded that, in addition to 
creating dies for gold issues, the office 
of comes saciarum largitionum 
produced the busts that were 
distributed to the mints of the empire 
for use in engraving dies for silver and 
bronze coinage. The bureaucracy under 
the mobile mint system thus remained 
as much in control of distant mints as 
did that under the earlier immobile- 
mint process, since the temporary 
residence of the emperor was the site 
for production of gold coinage and 
planning of silver and bronze issues. 

Just as archaeologists and architects 
reconstruct ancient buildings from a 
few key fragments, the modem 
historian can reconstmct a suitable 
model of Constantine's coinage system 
from available evidence. Constantine 
inherited the title and image of the 
emperor — a man who wished to seem 
like a god. And art, having a sense of 
permanence and continuity yet being 
very easy to mold into the desired 
form, was the ideal medium for the 
creation of such an image, resulting in 
the ever-present visage of the emperor 
appearing in statuary, paintings and 
coinage. In fact, coins were the most 
visible manifestation of the emperor's 
image, and the most effective in that 
obverses displayed his image to the 
masses and reverses elaborated on an 
element of that image by describing, 
with slogans and simple pictures, an 
action, concept or belief. The bizarre, 
personal nature of certain coin types 
suggests the emperor's involvement in 
the coining process.

style, which apparently could not be 
altered without central authorization, 
was probably determined from a series 
of busts issued by the office of the 
rationalis summa rei. Reverse types 
and legends, however, were based on 
written orders accompanying the bust, 
which explains the incredible detail 
and consistency of artistic style found 
in the portraiture in conjunction with 
inconsistent, often crude, rendering of 
letters and reverse figures. It has been 
suggested that during the late 3rd and 
early 4th centuries, busts of co-rulers 
were considered interchangeable, thus 
explaining the similarity of the 
portraits of Diocletian and Maximian. 
However, art historians see the loss of 
portrait individuality as a less- 
deliberate subliminal change. 

At this point, logic strongly suggests 
that the highest officials in the 
Empire, including the emperor, directly 
influenced the tens of thousands of 
coin types issued by the Roman 
Empire. In fact, certain issues might 
never have been struck save for the 
intervention of the emperor. For 
example, Nero's bronze coinage 
depicting him as a lyre player in 
women's garb was issued just after the 
emperor wrested control of coinage 
from the senate. Since Nero's 
performances were found offensive by 
many of the senatorial and equestrian 
orders, such a type must have been 
aimed at the senate and contrived by 
the emperor himself.^ Miraculously 
cured of an apparently dreadful disease, 
Quintillus subsequently issued a very 


odd type dedicated to the goddess of 
medicine and health. Because this coin 
broke with all tradition, and the 
emperor's illness was not widely 
known, the type must have again 
originated in the mind of the emperor. 
There is evidence that Constantine 
himself directly influenced a type 
issued by eastern mints just prior to 
the dedication of Constantinople. He 
insisted that the main figure in a 
Greek statue group be "altered to an 
attitude of prayer, looking out over the 
city and diligently taking care of it."® 
The coin type issued during this period 
bears a portrait of the emperor looking 
upward and into the distance, 
obviously in the same manner as the 
figure in the statue group. Since it was 
the emperor himself who ordered the 
change in the statuary, he probably 
ordered a similar alteration in the 
coinage, for no such portrait had ever 
appeared on a prior Roman issue. 

The evidence thus suggests that 
Constantine could and often did 
directly influence the appearance of 
coins. He was not restrained by either 
aristocratic pretention or the 
entrenched bureaucracy that some 
have suggested prevented his

coins was the state bureaucracy. The 
most general, and admittedly 
circumstantial, evidence of the 
emperor's direct involvement comes 
from inscriptions that suggest the 
coinage bureaucracy was very small in 
numbers and its members very elite. 
Dated to 312 A.D. and apparently 
inscribed for Constantine's entry into 
Rome following the defeat of 
Maxentius, a coin welcomes the most 
victorious, most powerful restorer of 
public liberty and peace, Constantine, 
on behalf of VAL(erius) RVSTICVS V(. r) 
P(erfictissimvs) RAT(ionalis) S(umma) 
R(ei) D(evotvs) M(ajesti), naming the 
man in charge of all coinage 
throughout the empire,- and VAL(erio) 
PELAGIO V(iro) E(gregio) P(rocuratore) 
S(acrae) M(onetae) Ujrbis), the man 
charged with the coinage of the city of 
Rome; and the group of P(rae) P(ositis) 
and OFFICINATORIBVS who worked 
under them. 


The inscription confirms that the 
supreme monetary official during the 
early years of Constantine's reign was 
the rationalis summa rei, whose orders 
were delivered to the procurator of 
each city. Next on the bureaucratic 
ladder was the praepositus, and finally 
the officinator, who supervised each 
mint workshop and whose initials may 
have appeared on the coins 
themselves, rendering any error easily 
traceable. Thus, only two officials 
separated the man who controlled the 
coinage of the entire empire and the 
man whose initials appeared on each 
coin. 

This bureaucratic system, which 
existed from the time of Augustus 
through half the reign of Constantine, 
certainly would have permitted the 
emperor and his closest advisors, 
through consultation with the 
rationalis summa rei, to oversee the 
use of numismatic propaganda. Portrait 
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awareness of a coin image is a law 
proclaimed by Constantine in 317 
A.D., which later was incorporated 
into the Theodosian Code. As extant 
pieces will attest, someone at the time 
ordered the size of the emperor's 
obverse image increased, apparently to 
create higher demand for those coins, 
regardless of weight. Constantine 
decreed that "all the solid! on which 
appear Our face and which have the 
same degree of veneration must be 
valued and sold at the same price, 
although the size of the image may 
vary. For a solidus that is extended 
with a greater appearance of the 
Emperor's face is not worth a greater 
price, nor must that which is 
compressed with a smaller image be 
supposed to be of less value when the 
weight is the same."^ Based on the 
preceding evidence, which is merely 
representative of a far greater quantity 
of evidence, it can be safely stated that 
the emperor and the people were 
image conscious, that artists and 
artisans were the main instruments in 
propagating the wishes of the emperor 
with regard to his image, and that coin 
images were closely watched by the 
populace. 

Having established the necessary 
preconditions for the emperor's use of 
coins as a reflection of his policy, it 
must be noted that the emperor's 
willingness to supervise personally the 
use of art as propaganda does not 
necessarily indicate that he or any 
other part of the state apparatus 
actually used coins for projection of 
the imperial image. It remains to be 
shown that coins were in fact used as

state propaganda and, furthermore, that 
the emperor and his closest advisors 
were in a position to influence, 
directly, the appearance of coinage. 


The reign of Constantine 
witnessed the greatest exploitation 
of numismatic propaganda in 
Roman history. 

M ost numismatists cannot 

conceive that many historians 
still consider coin types to 
be of a purely objective or 
commemorative nature. Although an 
obverse crammed with titles and a 
reverse commemorating a victorious 
war were bound to enhance an 
emperor's image, historians may be 
correct in calling these objective types, 
for such coins only made statements of 
fact. The most effective examples of 
numismatic propaganda were those 
coin types that projected an image 
contrary to fact, quite a number of 
which were issued to hide political 
reality or turn disaster into victory. 

The three or four decades that 
preceded the reign of Constantine 
witnessed the greatest exploitation of 
numismatic propaganda in Roman 
history. Richard Brilliant was correct 
in saying the Roman state "thoroughly 
exploited both the obverse and reverse 
of coins and medallions for the widest 
possible publication of the most 
elaborate, self-serving and official 
messages to the Roman public."^ He 
feels that coins were a more effective 
propaganda device than either 
sculpture or painting because the 
issuance of coins was not only 
widespread but also completely 
monopolized by the state. 

Furthermore, it is difficult to conceive 
of an era in which absolutely no mass 
media existed, no means to quickly 
learn the true state of the empire. 

The emperor's concern with and the 
state's use of coins as propaganda 
makes evermore likely the prospect 
that the emperor directly influenced 
coinage design. Thus the last element 
separating the image-conscious 
emperor from his image -promoting 
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Agate bust of Constantine. 9.5cm in height 
with base of silver-gilt. 17cm. The 
workmanship of this curious object dates 
to the 4th century A.D. Prior to the French 
Revolution, it adorned the tip of the baton 
of the choir-leader of the Sainte-Chapelle.

Titus and 
Valentinian 111. but is now believed to 
depict Constantine the Great. 


orders of the emperor alone is certainly 
too narrow — there is no way to prove 
that the emperor directly ordered the 
design and issue of all new type coins. 
If, in fact, "'Constantinian policy" 
existed in any form, it is defined here 
as a coherent set of ideas formulated 
by "Constantine and his closest 
advisors" and applied systematically to 
the political, economic and religious 
situation of the time. 

Always among Constantine's closest 
advisors, which composed the central 
authority of the empire, were the 
quaestor sacri palatii (business), the 
magister officioium (civil service) and 
the comes sacrarum (finance). These 
new offices, in which extraordinary 
power was concentrated, made 
Constantinian government "almost . . . 
a completely new invention," the 
result being that "central organization 
stands out much more clearly than 
before."^ The widest possible scope of

"central government" includes the 
emperor, the aforementioned officers, a 
few specially consulted comites 
(department heads) and leading 
religious figures of the court. On the 
whole, Constantinian policy refers to 
the decisions of no more than 10 to 15 
persons, though membership in this 
group, of course, varied. 

That the rulers of antiquity were 
much concerned with the image of 
themselves derived from artistic 
renderings, and that the populace 
responded in kind, is demonstrated in 
a number of primary sources. Five 
centuries after the death of Alexander 
the Great, the family of Roman 
General Macrianus drank "a toast with 
an offering bowl made of electrum 
which had the face of Alexander in the 
middle, and, encircling the face, his 
whole history represented by 
simplified, minute figures ... it is said 
that whoever wears an image of 
Alexander rendered in relief in either 
gold or silver, is aided in every 
action."^ The image of Alexander 
spurred Roman emperors to aspire to 
similar greatness, and such greatness 
could only be achieved through 
cultivation of their own images. 

Today it is difficult to conceive the 
amount of superstition that surrounded 
the image of the Roman emperor. One 
cannot dispute the fact that the most 
commonly seen image of the emperor 
was that on the obverse of a coin. 
Conveniently, the most explicit 
primary-source reference to the public 
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Christian Civilization 


denominations, metallic composition 
and hoard distribution, while art 
historians have noted Roman artistic 
development as seen in changing 
portrait styles on coinage. And in 
addition to their continuous and 
''horizontally" comprehensive nature, 
coins are "vertically" comprehensive 
in that they were used by all classes; 
gold medallions were intended for the 
most elite of the upper classes, and 
copper coins were circulated by the 
poorest of the lower classes — each 
denomination crafted by state artists 
to appeal to the taste of the probable 
owner. 

Today it is difficult to conceive 
the amount of superstition that 
surrounded the image of the 
Roman emperor. 

T he potential value of 

numismatic evidence in the 
debate about the role of 
Constantine's government in the 
formation of Christian civilization is, 
then, extremely great; yet many, if not 
most, historians still consider coins as 
little more than a chronological aid. 
According to Ramsay MacMullen, the 
reason coins have not been seriously 
considered in this regard is threefold: 
(1) Constantine's bureaucratic distance 
from the many mints of the huge 
empire precluded his personal 
involvement; (2) the emperor did not 
"make himself available" to 
propaganda means, leaving currency 
decisions to various minor mint 
officials; and (3) historians doubt that 
the Roman populace would have 


noticed changes in the actual style of 
coinage portraits or understood a 
newly-adopted iconographic 
symbol. Thus, according to this logic, 
coins are of little use in determining 
the motivation and policy of 
Constantine and his "closest advisors," 
because their propaganda potential was 
never considered, could not have been 
practiced if considered, and would not 
have been noticed if practiced.^ 

It is, therefore, the task of 
numismatists to respond first to this 
criticism of the numismatic evidence 
before attempting to draw conclusions. 
Not until it is established that coinage 
reflects the high government policy of 
Rome will coins be admitted as 
evidence in the historical courtroom. If 
the image of the emperor was 
important to all parties, if coins were a 
frequently-used means of propaganda, 
and if the bureaucracy gave the 
emperor easy access to the coining 
process throughout the empire, then 
we may assume that coins reflect the 
opinions of the emperor and his top 
advisors. 

Major ambiguities reside in the 
commonly used phrases 
"Constantinian policy" and 
"Constantine and his advisors." Even 
the lowest mint officials could be 
defined as makers of Constantinian 
policy since they worked for the state, 
of which Constantine was the supreme 
employer. If such was the case, all 
coins would certainly represent 
Constantinian policy in some form or 
another. Just as this definition is too 
broad, the suggestion that 
Constantinian policy and philosophy 
must be confined to the opinions and 
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Constantinian 


and the Emergence of 


Historians once regarded the death 
of classical civilization as a simple 
process of 'decline" in the Roman 
world combined with the rise of 
Christianity. Such scholars divide 
history into neat segments: the 
classical world, which ended in 476 
A.D. with the abdication of the last 
western emperor, Romulus 
Augustulus; and the Christian world, 
which began in 337 A.D. with the 
conversion of Constantine. Taking this 
logic a step further, it would seem that 
the two great epochs in western 
history overlapped for exactly 139 
years. 

Today's scholars — more meticulous 
in their research and less meticulous 
in their conclusions — tend to view 
Rome and Christianity as two 
hopelessly entwined, almost 
indistinguishable forces in the 
evolution of civilization. Constantine 
was the first emperor to accept the 
Savior, thus rendering the Roman and 
Christian elements finally 
distinguishable. The center of the 
controversy is whether the conversion 
of Constantine was merely a highly 
visible but trivial and inevitable event, 
or whether his conversion indicates a 
conscious, skillful and successful 
campaign on the part of the emperor 
and his advisors to change the 
direction of history. 

The importance of the question 
cannot be overestimated, for a 
convincing argument on either side 
would provide new ammunition in one 
of the great historical debates. If the 
Constantinian government actively 
worked to revolutionize the world, 
then Constantine would represent the 


man who would, according to the 
philosophy of Condorcet, "by his 
efforts encompass all places, bind 
himself to all centuries, and still act 
long after his memory has disappeared 
from earth." If Constantinian 
administration did not work in this 
direction or was ineffectual in its 
efforts, its members may well have 
been, in the words of de Maistre, "the 
untalented and ignorant men . . . only 
instruments of a force far more 
farsighted than themselves."^ In other 
words, do men act or are they acted 
upon? 

When considering the true impact of 
Constantine on Christianity, the fact 
is that historians continue to 
understate the value of numismatic 
evidence despite several potential 
advantages in studying coinage as 
opposed to other primary sources. 

First, because coins were struck 
continuously during Constantine's 
reign and in all parts of the empire, 
they have a certain continuity that is 
lacking in the "arbitrary episodes" of 
the primary sources. Second, coins 
contain a comprehensive record of the 
broad societal subdivisions imposed by 
modem historical theory: politics, 
economics, religion and art. Among 
the political aspects of Roman 
civilization reflected in coinage are the 
names and titles of emperors, those of 
their relatives, allies, enemies and 
usurpers, and various reverses 
commemorating battles, building 
projects, and money and grain 
distributions, in addition to other 
events considered to be of general 
importance. Much economic

Collections Auctioned 

An enthusiastic crowd of 
floor bidders joined with 
mail bidders worldwide to 
generate more than $2 mil- 
lion in sales at the New 
York City auction of the 
Rudy Sieck and Roy Hart 
collections. Price leaders 
included Double Eagles that 
fetched $27,500 for an 1899 
Proof-65, $14,850 for an 
1885 MS-60 and $11,000 for 
an MCMVII MS-63. A 
1915-S Panama-Pacific 
MS-63 octagonal $50 was 
hammered down at $26,400, 
an 1888 $3 Proof-65 
garnered $14,300, and an 
1836 Gobrecht $1 with 
starless reverse in Proof-63 
brought $13,200, while an 
1826 Quarter Eagle in 
AU-50 left the block at 
$10,450 and an 1839 
Gobrecht Proof-60 $1 fell 
just short of five figures at 
$9,900. 

Highlights included an 
1801 half dime in AU-55, 
$6,380; 1920-S quarter in 
MS-65, $4,620; 1907-0 half 
dollar in MS-65, $5,280; and

The first six volumes of 
The Numismatist, bound in 
one cover, recently were 
purchased for $7,500 by 
Louisville bibliophile 
Armand Champa. Originally 
published by George Heath 
as a private hobby 
magazine, the first issue of 
September-October 1888 is 
titled The American 
Numismatist, but 
subsequent issues are titled 
The Numismatist. The 
Champa set bears the 
bookplate of Andrew 
Zabriskie, who served as 
vice president of the 
American Numismatic and 
Archaeological Society (now 
the ANS) in the late 1890s. 

Bostonian John Adams 
feels there may be twelve 
complete sets of the first 
six years of The Numis- 
matist} several partial sets 
are known. Adams knows 
of no successful effort to 
take a census of early 
extant issues of the 
magazine, but several 
institutions are believed to 
possess the complete set, 
and collectors residing in 



the states of New York, 
Washington, Massachusetts, 
and now Kentucky are 
known to hold those 
volumes. 

Numismatics Presented 
at Appraisers' Conference 

An association of personal 
property appraisers, the 
International Society of 
Appraisers held its Aimual 
Spring Conference May 6-9 
at Chicago's Americana 
Congress Hotel.

Leads to Law Suit 

Using a metal detector, 

Ed McClarty and Max Wiser 
discovered a cache of 250 
United States gold Half 
Eagles dated between 1830 
and 1862.

The 
hoard allegedly was found 
in Bedford County, 
Tennessee, on the property 
of Clyde Morgan, who filed 
charges against the pair for 
trespassing and recovery of 
the coins. McClarty and 
Wiser say they obtained

Julian Reference Offers 
Further Commentary 

Editor's note: It has been brought to our 
attention that the Army of the fames Medal, 
discussed in Frederick Finney's article "Ben- 
jamin F. Butler: The Man Behind the Army of 
the fames Medal” (April 1984, p. 706), was also 
given some coverage in Robert W. fulian’s 
reference, MEDALS OF THE UNITED STATES 
MINT, THE FIRST CENTURY 1792-1892. As the 
information presented by these two sources 
differs slightly, we thought it to the benefit of 
our readers to offer pertinent excerpts from 
fulian 's book as well In discussing the medal 
which is cataloged as "Colored Troops Before 
Richmond, ” fulian notes that the legend on the 
obverse, FERRO IIS LIBERTAS PERVENIET. trans- 
lates as "Freedom will come to them by the 
sword. ” 

During 1865, 197 silver and 11 bronze 
medals were struck. These were sent to 
the Boston jewelry firm of Bigelow and 
Kennard . . . All of these medals were 
struck by personal order of General Ben- 
jamin F. Butler. In his autobiography, 
Butler’s Book, published in 1892, he has 
the following to say about the medals: "I 
had the fullest reports made to me of the 
acts of individual bravery of colored men 
on that occasion, and I had done for the 
Negro soldiers, by my own order, what the 
government has never done for its white 
soldiers — I had a medal stmck of like size, 
weight, quality, fabrication and intrinsic 
value with those which Queen Victoria 
gave with her own hand to her distin- 
guished private soldiers of the Crimea . . . 
These I gave by my own hand, save where 
the recipient was in a distant hospital 
wounded, and by the commander of the 
colored corps after it was removed from 
my command, and I record with pride that 
in that single action there were so many 
deserving that it called for a presentation 
of nearly two hundred. Since the war, I 
have been fully rewarded by seeing the 
beaming eye of many a colored comrade 
as he drew his medal from the innermost 
recesses of its concealment to show me." 

The action for which the medals were 
awarded was the attack on Newmarket 
Heights, September 28, 1864. Some of the 
recipients names are given in G.W. 
Williams' A History of the Negro Troops 
in the War of the Rebellion 1861-1865, 
New York, 1888. 
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and a strong advocate of nonviolent pro- 
test. To suggest that King aroused others 
to do his '"dirty work" while advancing 
communist ideals is not to be in touch 
with reality. Martin Luther King, while 
he began his campaign to champion black 
civil rights, became a spokesman for all 
oppressed peoples. His never-ending dedi- 
cation toward the promotion and preser- 
vation of the civil rights of all peoples is 
testament enough for medallic tribute. 

Mr. Samuels, while fully entitled to his 
opinions, should limit his discussion to 
the topic of the article — the lack or over- 
abundance of medallic tribute to the 
Reverend King — but should, in no way, 
use The Numismatist as a forum for what 
might be considered biased and racist 
remarks.

Portrait Attributed to William Wyon 

I thoroughly enjoyed Lawrence W.

Shown in profile 
facing left, she wears a tiara of flowers 
(roses?), a long pendulous earring, and has 
ner hair held back tightly in a bun enclosed 
in a heavily woven net. A provocative curl 
escapes forward at her temple. 

The bust bears W.WYON A.R.A. on the 
truncation, with 1837 below. The reverse 
has a six-line legend in a wreath: HER / 
ROYAL HIGHNESS / THE / PRINCESS VIC- 
TORIA / BORN XXIV MAY / MDCCCXIX.

Dealer Takes Definitions to Task 

In the "Coins and Collectors" section 
of the March 1984 edition of The Numis- 
matist, a medal is defined as "a die-struck 
metallic item, without legal-tender status 
and not intended for trade or exchange, 
issued to commemorate a particular per- 
son or event." The essential difference 
between a coin and medal is encapsulated 
in this definition, i.e., a medal is without 
legal-tender status and not intended for 


trade or exchange. However, it is clearly 
in error restricting itself to die-struck 
metallic items. Many medals are produced 
by other means, notably by casting and, 
more rarely, by the repousse and galvano 
methods. It is also implied that medals 
have to be commemorative in nature, 
which most medals are, but there are 
pieces that are purely works of art not 
intended to commemorate a particular 
person, place or event. 

Perhaps a better definition of a medal 
would be: a metallic coin-like object 
without legal-tender status and not in- 
tended for trade or exchange, often larger 
than most coins and frequently com- 
memorative in nature. This gives the 
term a broader meaning, emphasizing the 
essential quality that it does not have 
legal-tender status and describing two 
other typical characteristics that dis- 
tinguish a medal from a coin. 

In a narrower sense, a medal describes 
a circular or roughly circular piece be- 
tween an inch and three inches in dia- 
meter, a smaller such piece being a 
"medallet" and a larger piece being a 
"medallion." Rectangular or roughly rec- 
tangular pieces are generally referred to as 
"plaquettes," with larger such pieces, 
usually uniface and with a dimension 
over six inches, being called "plaques."

When Did the War Begin! 

Concerning Thomas Sebring's article, 
"Confederate Patterns: Sad Mementoes of 
an Impossible Dream," in the April issue 
of The Numismatist, most historians con- 
sider April 12, 4:30 p.m. as the official 
date and time of the attack on Fort Sumter 
and the beginning of the Civil War (Mr. 
Sebring stated that the first shots were 
fired on the night of April 13). 

However, some authorities contend 
that the first shots of the war were fired 
on January 9, 1861, when artillery batteries 
on Morris Island fired on the Union ship 
Star of the West, which was attempting 
to resupply Fort Sumter. Of the seventeen 
shots fired at the unarmed steamer, three 
scored hits. The Star of the West turned 
and fled seaward. 

According to the April 12, 1961, edition 
of The Stars and Stripes, "When the boat

Yet, there are too few international 
forums bridging the gulf between nations. 
President Bowers notes that the ANA has 
had interactions with officials of foreign 
governments, such as the People's Re- 
public of China, and that individuals can 
readily gain friends across borders on a 
one-to-one level based on shared numis- 
matic interests. Both govemment-to-gov- 
emment and international citizen-to-citizen 
relations must be promoted if our civiliza- 
tion is to survive, and numismatics is 
uniquely suited to foster both types of 
interactions. 

In the same March issue appears an ar- 
ticle on the ANA treasurer's invitation 
from the National Bank of Cuba, and the 
"new friends" he made upon his visit. 
Progress is made one such small step at 
a time. The ANA is in a position to not 
only help reduce world tension, but also 
increase its own prestige and importance 
simultaneously.

Reader Rebukes Criticism 

It is most unfortunate that a fellow 
member feels the need to use the "Letters" 
section of The Numismatist to espouse 
his feelings of hatred toward the subject 
of an article and its most excellent author. 
I refer to Byron Samuels and his rather 
stilted views of the Martin Luther King 
article written by Carl Allenbaugh in the 
February 1984 issue. 

By most accounts, the Reverend King 
was a peaceful man, an eloquent speaker 
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enterprise the ANA does not presume to dictate terms and conditions, or 
suggest how auctioneers or sellers should conduct their affairs. Whether a 
coin seems priced high or low, or an auction commission seems out of line, 
is strictly within the realm of the private sector. 

Although the ANA does not regulate prices or terms of sale, the Associa- 
tion does offer a number of services that can aid individual members who 
engage in numismatic transactions. The ANA Certification Service will, for 
a fee, render an opinion concerning the authenticity of a submitted 
numismatic item; likewise, the Grading Service will offer an opinion about 
the state of preservation of a coin. The ANA library also stands ready to loan 
books by mail about any one of a thousand different numismatic subjects. 

Come-ons and rip-offs probably will always be with us, just as promotions 
for real estate, stocks and securities, and the like seemingly are part of the 
free enterprise system. No one can condone selling coins that are priced far 
over the current market value, but if such activity is beneficial in any way, 
it is that some of these high-powered promotion outfits act as ''mission- 
aries," introducing the public to coin collecting. Hopefully, the purchase of 
that Half Eagle or Morgan dollar will kindle an interest in coins and perhaps 
lead to visits to area coin shops or even membership in the ANA. True, the 
first few purchases may, in retrospect, create an unfavorable impression, but 
as time goes on and more knowledge is acquired, better buys will be made. 

Knowledge is more than important — it is everything. Lee Hewitt, long-time 
publisher of Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine, was fond of saying, "There 
is no Santa Claus in numismatics." If something seems too good to be true, 
it probably isn't true! I am continually amazed at how many people write 
a check for $500, $1,000 or some vastly larger figure, but wince at the idea 
of spending $20 or $40 for a reference book! If you are becoming interested 
in numismatics, investigate before you invest. The ANA library is a good 
place to start, allowing you to sample books by mail without making a 
purchase. If you wish to buy special books, usually you can acquire them 
by mail or from your local coin shop. The latter is always a good place to 
browse for literature that interests you. 

The collector who spends several hundred dollars on his or her library and 
reads it, generally has few complaints. In 1953, when I began to take an active 
interest in numismatics, I avidly read every book I could lay my hands on. 
Today, if I used a scale to weigh my library holdings, then measured the value 
derived from them over the years, I am sure they would be worth more than 
their weight in gold!

Scarcely a day goes by that I don't receive sev- 
eral letters from ANA members. A recent letter 
from member Gerald Smith reinforces a common 
theme: clearly, ANA members are concerned 
about what they perceive as misleading advertis- 
ing. Mr. Smith noted, in part: 

''I am enclosing two original letters that I 
received recently. They are practically identical, 
but different company names are used for the 
same address, and they are signed by different 
people. 

'i know nothing about [one firm], but I have 
had previous dealings with the other one. The 
letter from them is typical of rip-offs that are 
continuously perpetrated. They are offering an 
Extremely Fine Half Eagle that is currently listed 
in the Coin Dealer Newsletter for $246 bid, $266 ask, for $533. Also noted 
is that only phone orders can be accepted. Can that have something to do 
with mail fraud? 

"Companies like these must be exposed for what they are. I hope that the 
American Numismatic Association has the power and desire to take action." 

Although this is an unfortunate situation for some readers, the ANA does 
not have the power or ability to enforce, regulate, or otherwise interfere in 
general numismatic commerce. If a transaction between two ANA members 
results in a problem, an official complaint can be filed and reviewed by the 
Complaint Committee, which is overseen by Chairman Ed Rochette at ANA 
headquarters. However, the ANA does not scan retail advertisements, 
private catalogs and the like to determine which numismatic items are 
priced "right" and which are not. Indeed, it would be very difficult to deter- 
mine exactly what the correct market price is for any given item. Even auction 
results, which represent as pure a market as can be found in numismatics, 
are apt to vary widely from firm to firm or within various catalogs issued 
by the same firm. 

A few months ago several ANA members sent me clippings of adver- 
tisements placed by an outfit with a name sounding like an official govern- 
ment mint, although it was strictly a private promotional enterprise. Offered 
were worn Morgan silver dollars priced at multiples of what you and I would 
pay if we purchased them from an ethical dealer. Similarly, a large credit 
card company offered its readers a "special deal" that can only be described 
as a rip-off; yet, the company is one of the most respected in the financial 
sector. Another ANA member told me he had written several letters to an 
official at the company but never received a reply. "I guess their profit motive 
is stronger than their ethics," he observed. 

In early April I received a telephone call from a gentleman in the Justice 
Department, who asked, "What is the official ANA position on rates charged 
by auction houses? What does the ANA think of other firms who run auctions 
close to the calendar date of the ANA convention? What does the ANA think 
of the buyer's fee that is charged? How does the ANA regulate auctioneers?" 
My answer to all these questions was that as a nonprofit, noncommercial
